Pac. Bell to Pay 
$3M. for Bias 

Settlement Could Total $5M; 
Largest Award for Gay Job Rights

A S3 million settlement has been reached with Pacific 
Bell Telephone ending Gay Law Students Association v. 
Pacific Bell, the largest and longest-running gay employ¬ 
ment discrimination lawsuit in history. The record- 
breaking settlement is the culmination of an 11-year bat¬ 
tle which also produced a landmark California Supreme 
Court decision (May 1979) protecting gays and lesbians in 
California from discrimination on the job. 


“We beat the phone compa¬ 
ny,” said Jean O’Leary, executive 
director of National Gay Rights 
Advocates (NGRA). “We brought 
the phone company to its knees. 
The $3 million settlement will go 
directly to the gay community. 
First, it will go to the claimants 
and whatever is left over will go 
to the Golden Gate Business As¬ 
sociation Foundation, that was 
our choice. All gay organizations 


in California will be able to apply 
to the foundation for grants from 
this money. The point is that 
every penny of this will go to the 
gay community,” said O’Leary. 

The settlement agreement will 
be filed with San Francisco Su¬ 
perior Court this morning, Dec. 
4. NGRA legal director Leonard 
Graff told the Bay Area Report¬ 
er that NGRA will request a hear-

The Annual Empress Tessie 
Thanksgiving Dinner was report¬ 
ed to be a big success. The tradi¬ 
tional event was held this year at 
St. Paulus Lutheran Church on 
Gough Street. 

At the SF Eagle, several dozen 
people gathered for a combina¬ 
tion beer bust, Thanksgiving Day 
dinner and fundraiser. The event

Trial Lawyers 
Blast Insurers 

Agnos Praises Science 
Academy AIDS Guidelines

“In pressing for this Machiavellian and discriminatory 
legislation,” the president of the California Trial Lawyers 
Association said this week, “the insurance industry has 
once again shown its contempt for the American public.” 
Browne Greene, who heads the 5,400-member group, con¬ 
demned the state insurance industry for its announced at¬ 
tempt to seek legislation which would require citizens who 
apply for life or health insurance to first submit to man¬ 
datory AIDS testing. 

Greene cited a study by the 
American Heart Association 
which forecasts that almost one 
million people will die this year 
from heart disease. He asked, 

“Would insurers like to refuse 
coverage to these people, too? Or 
how about potential cancer vic¬ 
tims? Where will it end? 

“The original purpose of in¬ 
surance was to accept and spread 


risk so that all benefited and 
none suffered catastrophically, 
financially or otherwise. That is 
the social function of insurance, 
but I think it’s the moral func¬ 
tion, too. Insurers seem to have 
forgotten this in their rush to the 
bank.” 

The CTLA official said his 
group would be in what Assem-

blyman Art Agnos has called 
“one colossal fight” when the in¬ 
surance industry introduces its 
legislation in Sacramento early 
next year. He said trial lawyers 
will battle Lewis Keller, the in¬ 
surers’ Sacramento lobbyist, who 
has said that those who test posi¬ 
tive on the tests would be refused 
policies and deemed “uninsur- 
able” — although he admitted 
that there were doubts about the 
test’s reliability. 

Greene felt “Agnos was correct 
in his assessment that the insur¬ 
ance companies are simply try¬ 
ing to enhance and protect their 
record 1986 profits by perpetuat¬ 
ing a hoax on the public. The 
legal community in this state has 
been saying the same thing for 
quite a while. 

“If it’s a fight they want on 
this,” Greene added, “then so be 
it. Hopefully, the public is slowly 
beginning to understand that in¬ 
surers like nothing better than to 
reap enormous profits regardless 
of the human costs involved.” 

The National Science Acad¬

ing on the settlement agreement 
for Mar. 5, 1987. At that time a 
judge of the San Francisco Supe¬ 
rior Court will be asked to rule 
whether the agreement is a fair 
and reasonable settlement of the 
plaintiffs’ claims. 

Should the court approve the 
settlement, as O’Leary and Graff 
expect will happen, then poten¬ 
tial claimants across the state will 
be notified of the settlement 
through ads placed in newspa¬ 
pers around California by Pacific 
Bell. 

“At that point,” explained 
Graff, “the clock is ticking for 
claimants to file their claims. 
They’ll be given 120 days from 
the last date of publication. From 
the date the Superior Court ap¬ 
proves the settlement, I expect it 
could take as long as a year to fif¬ 
teen months before there is a 
distribution (of awards) to claim¬ 
ants.” 

According to the terms of the 
settlement, it will be presumed 
that a claimant was discriminat¬ 
ed against if the events about 
which the plaintiff is complain¬ 
ing occurred before Sept. 1,1980. 
That is the date Pacific Bell’s 
own anti-discrimination rule 
came into effect barring dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of sex¬ 
ual preference. 

Said Graff, “We feel that the 
awards will range anywhere from 
as low as $2,000 to maybe as large 
as $50,000.” The cost of attor¬ 
neys fees will also be paid by 
Pacific Bell but not out of the $3 
million that has been set aside for 
paying victims of discrimination. 

As of Dec. 2, there were 250 
claimants involved in the case, 
though the number is expected to 
grow as Pacific Bell’s notices of 
the settlement begin appearing 
across the state. 

In addition to the monetary 
settlement, the cost of placing 
public notices, and attorneys fees 
for individual claimants, O’Leary 
estimated that the company will 
have to pay nearly $750,000 in 
legal costs accrued by attorneys 
who have represented the plain¬ 
tiffs in the class action case. 

Explained O’Leary, “I see 
about half a million dollars in at¬ 
torney fees and $200,000 in out 
of pocket court expenses (court 
reporters, filing fees and the at¬ 
tendant expenses of litigation). 
Most of this will be going to reim- 
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ing guidelines this week that will 
also assist in the lobbying against 
the insurance companies. The 
group urged that, “In no case 
should a test be made without the 
subject’s prior knowledge (or 
that of a duly appointed proxy 
when the test subject’s compe¬ 
tence is questioned). We do not 
recommend compulsory report¬ 
ing of seropositive test results.” 

Agnos praised the group who 
released the guidelines which 
was co-chaired by Nobel prize 
winner Dr. David Baltimore and 
Dr. Sheldon Wolff. The assembly- 
man said the guidelines were 
released after “the most com¬ 
prehensive examination of the 
AIDS crisis in America.” 

The academy also called for 
counseling to be available after 
tests are given, urges that people 
with AIDS be considered handi¬ 
capped on a federal level, and op¬ 
poses discrimination in employ¬ 
ment for people with AIDS. 

AGNOS CLARIFIES 

The controversy will center 
over current law (AB-403) which 
was introduced by Agnos. It re¬ 
quires written consent before a 
person can be tested, written 
authorization for disclosure of 


test results, penalties for unau¬ 
thorized disclosure, prohibitions 
against using test results for 
employment, and prohibitions 
against using test results for 
qualifying people for insurance. 

Agnos recently asked the Cali¬ 
fornia Legislative Counsel, which 
officially interprets state law, for 
two clarifications on interpreting 
the legislation. He asked if crim¬ 
inal conduct would create an ex¬ 
ception to the written consent re¬ 
quirement. He was told it would 
not. It added that the only excep¬ 
tion would be that a person who 
requests testing at an alternate 
testing site may give oral ap¬ 
proval. 

Agnos asked whether AIDS 
antibody test results could be 
disclosed, with or without con¬ 
sent, by anyone other than a pro¬ 
vider of health care services. The 
counsel replied that ‘“Written 
authorization’ as used in this sec¬ 
tion, applies only to the disclo¬ 
sure of the test results by a per¬ 
son responsible for the care and 
treatment of the person subject 
to the test. Written authorization 
is required for each separate dis¬ 
closure of the test results, and 
shall include to whom the disclo¬ 
sure would be made.” •

burse Heller, Ehrman, White and 
McAuliffe (a private San Francis¬ 
co law firm) for their out of pock¬ 
et expenses and attorney time in 
helping us prosecute the case.” 

“We have class members all 
over the state,” said Graff; “we’ve 
had to fly all over California, and 
this lawsuit has been going on for 
eleven years. 

“It’s really going to cost 
Pacific Bell $5 million in all, 
possibly more,” added Graff. 

The original suit was filed in 
June, 1975. The case began when 
two gay men complained that 
Pacific Bell had discriminated 
against them because they were 
gay. One man was turned down 
for a job when the interviewer 
learned that he was gay. The 
other individual was harassed 
and forced to leave his job when 
co-workers learned that he was 

gay- 

NGRA later learned that 
Pacific Bell had a specific policy, 
approved by company manage¬ 
ment, forbidding the employ¬ 
ment of “manifest homosexu¬ 
als.” The company rejected these 
gay applicants, labeling their job 
applications “Code 48 - Homo¬ 
sexual.”

The case went to the California 
Supreme Court in May 1977, 
leading to a landmark decision 
on May 31, 1979. “The court 
said,” explained O’Leary, “that 
gays and lesbians are protected in 
this state (against employment 
discrimination) because the Cal¬ 
ifornia Labor Code says you can’t 
discriminate on the basis of po¬ 
litical orientation. The judges in¬ 
terpreted coming out as the most 
political act a person can make. 

“This is the biggest award that 
the gay community has won in a 
case like this by far,” said 
O’Leary. “How many people can 
challenge the phone company 
and win?” •

Fresh From Battling Gay Rights Around the World, 
Salvation Army Hits the Stores For Christmas

The soldiers of the Salvation Army (SA) will be out ringing their bells again this Christmas 
and no doubt will be expecting gay men and lesbians to drop donations into their little red 
cauldrons. But the Army’s record on gay rights has not been particularly good: the SA has sent 
funds to New Zealand to try to prevent passage of that nation’s newly enacted gay rights law and 
went to court to fight New York Mayor Ed Koch’s executive order banning discrimination against 
gays in city contracts. 


Many businesses and organi¬ 
zations are supporting Salvation 
Army Christmas efforts this year, 
however. Beginning in October, 
the Safeway store at Market and 
Church Streets, in one of the 
city’s gayest neighborhoods, 
began printing on its cash 
register receipts the statement, 
“Support the Salvation Army.” 

Safeway store manager, Nick 
Haloski, admitted, “We’ve never 
done that before.” He said the 
decision to put the statement on 
store receipts had been made by 
the district office. 

Jeff Britton, of Safeway’s 
district office, where the wording 
on store cash register receipts 
was decided upon, said, “Some 
of it (the wording) is up to the 
store, but ‘Support the Salvation 
Army’ was division-wide. Of 
course, the individual stores had 
to put it into their computers.” 

Regardless of who made the 
decision, the statement is still on 
the store’s receipts as of early 
December. In addition, the 
B.A.R. learned from Safeway 
public relations officer, Deborah 
Lambert, that Safeway has 
donated money to the SA’s food 
program this year. “But we are 
not a foundation and we don’t 
give large donations,” said 
Lambert. 

When told about the SA’s anti¬ 
gay policies, Lambert responded, 
“We don’t get involved in poli¬ 
tics.” 

KRON-TV is also involved with 
the SA this Christmas. Stacy 
McNutt, of the station’s public 
affairs office, explained that this 
was the fourth year KRON would 
be participating with the SA in 
food drives at Bay Area shopping 
malls. “Usually someone like 
Mark Thompson, or another on- 
air person, is there to persuade 
people to donate food to the

Salvation Army,” said McNutt. 

Javier Valencia, public affairs 
director for KRON-TV, respond¬ 
ed to the SA’s anti-gay policies by 
saying, “Our only contact with 
the Salvation Army is purely local 
and it addresses only the home¬ 
less hungry people of San Fran¬ 
cisco.” 

Two seemingly different views 
of its anti-gay policies were pro¬ 
vided by the SA’s public relations 
director, Judy Vaughn, and by 
Northern California Division 
Commander, Col. Harvey. 


According to Vaughn, “You 
must remember this is a fun¬ 
damentalist church and none of 
our problems come from the 
service end. We have many 
employees who are gay or les¬ 
bian.” 

However, according to Harvey, 
“Naturally if the national Salva¬ 
tion Army has a stand or policy 
that is our policy as well. We 
believe that we ought to have the 
right to employ people who are 
consistent with the Salvation 
Army’s stand, philosophy, beliefs

Said Rascher, “I think that with 
our present health crisis our ef¬ 
forts should be on behalf of our 
own people in need, especially 
considering the past history of 
the Salvation Army toward the 
gay and lesbian community.”*

Condom use also increased 
among all groups. Among posi¬ 
tives, condom use for receptive 
anal sex increased from 10 to 13 
percent. Among negatives, the 
rate jumped from 1 to 7 percent. 
Among untested men, condom 
use rose from 6 to 8 percent. 

Researchers noted that 20 per¬ 
cent of those testing positive 
believed they were not exposed to 
the virus before testing. After 
testing, 100 percent believed they

had been exposed to the virus. 

A few positives continued hav¬ 
ing unsafe sex, saying they believ¬ 
ed they had successfully fought 
off the virus. Similarly, some 
untested men continued to have 
high-risk sex, saying either that 
they had not been exposed or that 
they had fought off the virus. 

Once exposed to the virus, 
there is the possibility that a per¬ 
son will always be a carrier, 
Morin said. “I don’t think 
anyone is immune,” he said. • 


New Friends 

A Statement of Purpose 


W e are a loosely organized group of men and women who have 
experienced the shock and confusion of having been diagnosed 
with AIDS or ARC. Our primary purpose is to share our 
strength, hope, and practical knowledge on a one-to-one basis with any 
individual who has been recently diagnosed. Our group consciousness 
tells us that the first six weeks are crucial to the newly diagnosed per¬ 
son. Their personal and emotional experiences during that time could 
determine his/her attitudes regarding their future pursuits and per¬ 
sonal well-being, while remaining a capable individual within the com¬ 
munity. We feel we are in a unique position to have a significant and 
positive impact during that crucial time. 

Our individual commitment to our New Friend is for a duration of 
two to six weeks from time of contact. The time commitment and per¬ 
sonal logistics will be determined by the two people involved and as 
needed. 

New Friends will not take the place of any other organization or pro¬ 
ject dealing with individuals diagnosed with AIDS or ARC. And 
although some of our activities as New Friends may overlap an existing 
service, our primary goal is to lessen some of the fears and anxieties 
that affect many individuals right after diagnosis. 

We may act as a referral resource for the emotional, physical, and 
financial services that are available in the community. We will not make 
choices for our friends. However, we will assist him/her in sorting 
through the wealth of real and esoteric information available. 

Our volunteer commitment will officially end after the six-week 
period when our friends have hopefully made their own choices about 
existing support groups, social services, other agencies and founda¬ 
tions. That is not to say that a relationship can’t continue by agree¬ 
ment between two friends, but that in the first six weeks, the New Friend 
coming from service and integrity has fulfilled their primary purpose 
of sharing experience, strength, and hope. 

New Friends shall never have more than the prudent amount of $500 
in its treasury. At the end of each month any monies accrued in excess 
of the prudent amount shall be turned over immediately to an agency 
or project directly serving the PWA/ARC community. 

New Friends has no opinion on any outside issues nor will we be 
drawn into any controversy or politics which diverts us from our primary 
purpose. Our primary purpose is to assist the newly diagnosed to take 
their first steps towards personal dignity and independence.

Study Warns Of 
Test Side-Effects 


Results Produce Behavior Change; 
But Also Strain Relationships

The AIDS antibody test can be hazardous to your mental 
health. According to a new San Francisco study, gay men who 
tested positive to HIV said they suffered from increased 
stress, depression, and relationship breakups. 

Researchers say people should be warned of the side effects 
of testing. “People should be made aware of the possiblity of 
adverse psychological consequences,” said Dr. Steve Morin, 
an assistant professor of clinical medicine at UCSF. 


“Stress and depression, if pro¬ 
longed and excessive, may have a 
negative impact on people’s 
health,” he said. 

Losing committed relation¬ 
ships could also be damaging, 
Morin said. “People in difficult 
situations are in need of a good 
deal of social support,” he said. 
“If they don’t want to be around 
other people, it cuts them off 
from support systems which buf¬ 
fer illness.” 

Further study is needed to 
determine whether the side ef¬ 
fects are lasting, or whether peo¬ 
ple adjust to the results after a 
year, Morin said. “I expect some 
of the initial reaction dissipates,” 
he said. 

The test did have the desired 
effect of reducing high-risk sex, 
according to the study. Positives 
had less unprotected anal sex, 
used condoms more often, and 
were celibate more often after 
testing, it was found. 

The study began in November, 
1984, before the AIDS-virus anti¬ 
body test became available. 
Researchers interviewed 560 gay 
and bisexual men, and 69 percent 
said they would like to be tested. 

The reason given by 73 percent 
of those desiring testing was to 
reduce uncertainty and anxiety. 
Men were curious, and they 
wanted to avoid spreading the 
disease to others. 


But when the test became 
available, opposition to it 
mounted. Some claimed that the 
risk of discrimination and psy¬ 
chological distress outweighed 
the benefits of the test. They said 
that high-risk persons were 
already motivated to reduce the 
risk of infection. 

In November 1985, the men 
were surveyed again. The test had 
been available for months; it was 
free and results were confiden¬ 
tial. But only 23 percent of those 
who were interested had been 
tested. Furthermore, only 8 per¬ 
cent still desired testing. 

Those who had taken the test 
and were positive (38 men) re¬ 
ported reducing their high-risk 
sexual activity more than those 
who tested negative or those who 
were not tested. But they also' re¬ 
ported suffering the greatest 
amount of stress and depression 
and the greatest number of rela¬ 
tionship failures. 

Before testing, 53 percent of 
men who would later test positive 
had a special relationship. After 
testing positive, only 40 percent 
still had that relationship. By con¬ 
trast, men who avoided the test 
still had that special guy: the 
number in relationships remain¬ 
ed stable at 58 percent. 

Celibacy rates more than tripl¬ 
ed among sero positives, jumping 
from 8 percent to 26 percent. 


Among negatives, the celibacy 
rate declined slightly, from 23 
percent to 21 percent. Among 
men avoiding the test, the celi¬ 
bacy rate climbed slightly, from 
10 to 14 percent. 

Everybody had less anal sex 
without condoms. The number of 
positives having receptive anal 
sex without protection dropped 
from 26 percent to 13 percent. 
Among negatives, the rate drop¬ 
ped from 9 to 4 percent. Among 
men avoiding the test, the rate 
dropped from 16 percent to 10

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Home for the Holidays 

H ere they are again — The Holidays. Hardly seems like a year has 
gone by since Thanksgiving-Christmas last. One season of good 
cheer and good wishes and publicly unbridled sentimentality. 
For one month, the cute references to mythical families will saturate our 
lives. We all know the hype for what it is. What gets lost is the fact that 
something real is also taking place. 

I spent Thanksgiving with my family. I don’t mean mom and dad, 
sisters, brothers and cousins. I mean my adopted family, some of whom 
I did not know until we all sat down to dinner Thursday. Between now 
and Christmas, I will do the same with more family. After all, I come 
from a large family and it takes a while to see them all. 

I don’t dispute the need for or the value of families even though I 
do get tired of the use of family ideals for other purposes. The current 
political fashion employs frequent references to The Family. But those 
who bleat so loudly about The Family seem to have funny notions about 
what a family really is. Their idea of family is used to exclude many and 
increase the power of some. Real families are inclusive and there are many 
kinds. 

O ne of the new forms of family uses surrogate parents to have 
children for couples who very much want a family but cannot 
make their own babies. You’d think that the so-called “pro- 
family” types would be wildly applauding this new development. Nuclear 
families can continue to nucleate through the scientific wonder' of arti¬ 
ficial insemination. 

But, alas, the “pro-family” campaigners vehemently oppose this “life¬ 
style.” For some reason, it would — we’ve heard this before — “under¬ 
mine the family.” 

These days, it seems, everything undermines The Family. Women’s 
liberation, homosexuals, children who ask questions, television and even 
taxes have all undermined the family. If The Family is so weak, should 
we prop it up? 

Did anybody ever live in the primrose path family that is commonly 


referred to by the Right-wing myth makers? Families are just as likely 
to be battlefields, frequently with violence. You stand a better chance 
of being murdered by a family member than by a stranger in the street. 

Raising a family has its problems these days, that’s for sure. As is usual, 
the Right-wing’s response to the problems of families is as dreamy and 
off-base as is its perception of what makes a family. To promote The Fam¬ 
ily, a Reagan commission (The Working Group on the Family) proposes 
to teach “reliable standards” of right and wrong in schools and cut 
welfare benefits to single mothers. The group railed against permissive 
social conditions that have eroded family structures. 

Well, what’s the real agenda here? The real point of this so-called pro- 
family report is 1) yet another Reagan-inspired assault on what’s left of 
the American social service system; and 2) an attempt to shore up the 
sagging system of straight male privilege. 

T he fact is, most Americans do not live in the imagined family of 
Right-wing ideology. Fewer and fewer people live in or come from 
the over-praised nuclear family. Single parent families are in¬ 
creasingly common whether due to divorce or to the choice of some 
women and some men to have children without a spouse assistant. 

Most annoying is the Right’s effort to make the family its own politi¬ 
cal property as if no one but Right-wingers came from families — all 
others are “anti-family.” 

Gays and lesbians have been at the forefront of redefining family. 
Adopting children or each other, single parenting, co-parenting, mak¬ 
ing families of choice, caring for those abandoned by families — we have 
contributed more to renovating and revitalizing family life than have all 
the Right-wing ranters put together. 

As The Holidays approach and our society gets jacked up on some 
ritual myth concerning The Family, we who are in real families should 
not be fooled by the hollow whining of the demagogues. Yes, families 
are wonderful things. Some you’re born into, some you make later on. 

The warmth and creativity of our real families protects us from those 
who would make “family” a war cry and a means of oppressing creation.

Offering Prophetic Christian 
Witness 

A Message to the Gay and Lesbian Community and to 
Our Catholic Brothers and Sisters Regarding The Re¬ 
cent Vatican Letter on Homosexuality 
From Dignity/San Francisco 

T he recent pronouncement from the Vatican. Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith (CDF) entitled A Letter to the Bishops of 
the Catholic Church on the Pastoral Care of Homosexual Persons 
has caused much grief and anger among members of the gay and les¬ 
bian community, both here and worldwide. 

Numerous Dignity members, along with other gay and lesbian 
Catholics and those who minister to them, have already publicly respond¬ 
ed to this document. Our national president, Jim Bussen of Chicago, 
has called the letter “un-Christian, unconscionable, and an abomina¬ 
tion.” 

Dignity/San Francisco has held two lengthy consultation sessions on 
the document and small group discussions on the letter and its impact 
on Dignity have taken place in members’ homes. In addition, many of 
our members attended a recent forum sponsored by Most Holy 
Redeemer parish. Through this process we have reached consensus on 
an appropriate and honest response. 

We of Dignity/San Francisco are outraged by the CDF document, not 
least of all because a large part of the letter is a mean-spirited attack 
on the work of Dignity and other progressive organizations in the church. 
These groups face condemnation by the CDF because their members 
seek to promote a just and responsible sexual ethic which acknowledges 
God’s love for all persons. Such is not the ethic promoted by the 
magisterium , or teaching authority, as interpreted by the letter signed 
by Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, prefect of the CDF. 


W 7 e re S ard l ^ e statements of Cardinal Ratzinger, not the compas- 
sionate ministry to gay and lesbian people which he tries to halt 
V V with this letter, as the real source of scandal to the church and to 
the gospel. The letter is a cruel, patronizing, and futile attempt by the 
CDF to squelch the voice of the Holy Spirit in our community. It con¬ 
tains bad scriptural exegesis, bad theology, bad psychology and bad 
sociology. 

The document goes far beyond the already sex-negative tradition of 
our church by providing a rationalization for physical and political 
violence against our people. As baptized Christians, we are horrified by 


this misuse of charism and power by those entrusted with preaching the 
gospel. 

The document puts the responsibility for carrying out its directives 
into the hands of local bishops and pastors, to whom the letter is writ¬ 
ten. We are thankful that here in the San Francisco Archdiocese, chari¬ 
ty has prevailed thus far. The Ratzinger letter has had a cool reception 
from many pastors; it is obvious that these clergy share some of our anger 
and disbelief at the CDF’s statements, The pastor of our present home 
has stated that we will continue to be welcome at Saint Boniface Church 
and that he will not ask us to leave. Public statements from the arch¬ 
diocese have not disclosed any plan to take action against our ministry. 

Thus, despite the Ratzinger letter. Dignity is alive and well and con¬ 
tinues to minister to the needs of the gay and lesbian Catholic commu¬ 
nity in San Francisco and over 100 cities nationwide. In fact, Dignity/San 
Francisco is now the largest chapter in the national organization. 

Many of our brothers and sisters in the lesbian and gay community 
may well ask, “Why does Dignity bother?” Our members have been en¬ 
couraged to join other communions. We have received hearty welcomes 
and messages of support from our sister churches, for which we are 
grateful. Others may wonder why we belong to any church at all. 

ran here are as many answers to these questions as there are Chris- 

■ tians. Suffice it to say that we, as Dignity and Catholic Christians, 
JB. find the true source of our faith not in Vatican pronouncements, 
but in the fellowship we share around the Lord’s table. The reality of 
Christ’s presence in our local community convinces us that no Roman 
bureaucracy can monopolize the church’s life and tradition. Such would 
defeat the purpose of the gospel, and render the word “Catholic” mean¬ 
ingless. God has called us to preach Christ’3 justice to the world especial¬ 
ly when the Church, claiming to speak for Christ, commits injustice. 

Words are not enough to respond to this letter: prayerful and prophetic 
action is required. First, we will continue to do what we have been do¬ 
ing for fourteen years in San Francisco: minister to the spiritual, social 
and educational needs of the lesbian and gay Catholic community and 
to our non-Catholic friends as well. Second, we will meet with Archbishop 
John R. Quinn and ask him to convey to the CDF and the pope, prior 
to the upcoming papal visit, our community’s outrage at the document. 
Third, we will make a vigorous and creative public statement during the 
pope’s stay in San Francisco, offering him prophetic Christian witness 
of the gay and lesbian community’s faith, hope and love. 

We invite you to join our struggle for justice, whether as a member 
of our congregation, or simply with your prayers, good thoughts and sup¬ 
port. We intend to stay and make our church the best it can be, with 
God’s help. We’re here for good.

JP II: Why? 

★ Does a person deliberately choose beforehand to 
turn himself into a homosexual, or does a person 
discover — after the fact — that he is a homosexual 
because he has experienced a consistent history of 
involuntary, reflexive sexual arousal towards persons 
of the same gender?

The Media Goofed 

★ I believe that media coverage of the police tends 
to focus unfairly on the negative. A recent experience 
leads me to comment. 

On Sept. 9 a friend of mine was killed by an un¬ 
known assailant. Within two days SFPD’s Homicide 
Department had arrested a suspect. Even if they had 
not, my appreciation of the inspectors’ work on this 
case would be the same. 

Some words that describe my experience with the 
police are thorough, committed, and considerate. In¬ 
spectors Gerrans and Mullane, and the rest of their 
team, devoted a tremendous amount of time and ef¬ 
fort to this case. They worked around the clock, 
followed all leads, and treated the case with dignity, 
unlike the media, which seemed interested only in 
whatever sensational angles they could develop. 
Meanwhile, the fine job these men did went almost 
unnoticed. I believe it should be acknowledged 
publicly and completely. 

Media portrayals had led me to conclude that the 
police were rude and inept. My personal experience 
engenders only respect and gratitude. It also makes 
me impatient with the generally one-sided coverage 
the police receive. Whether I ever read of the good 
side of police behavior, I now know it exists. I am only 
sorry that it took a personal experience such as this 
to show me the better side. 

I think members of the media need to examine 
their own behavior as it relates to the fairness with 
which they cover the police. A broader, more com¬ 
plete coverage would give a truer picture. Current 
coverage, I think, misleads the public, “educating” 
them to only one side of police behavior.

T he Republican party — 
what is left of it — has ap¬ 
parently decided to throw 
in the towel in the city. The GOP, 
with a party registration of less 
than 19 percent in a city domi¬ 
nated by liberals and Democrats 
closed up shop last week at their 
office on Geary Street. They sold 
the furniture and put their mea¬ 
ger records in cold storage, prob¬ 
ably forever. 

With only 72,000 voters out of 
700,000 population, and not a 
single Republican holding office, 
there was little else for the belea¬ 
guered GOP to do. The party has 
been operating(?) here for the 
past few years with a county com¬ 
mittee that was constantly fight¬ 
ing among themselves with law¬ 
suit after lawsuit being filed 
against each other. 

County chairperson, attorney 
Harriet Ross, was unpopular even 
among those who shared her po¬ 
litical philosophy. Ross probably 
did more to discourage Republi¬ 
cans, particularly gay ones that I 
have spoken with, than any 
“leader” in recent years. Now 
she says she is discouraged by the 
endless lawsuits that her fellow 
Republicans keep filing against 
each other, and the futility of it 
all has led her to get out. “I can’t 
do it anymore,” says Ross, “be¬ 
sides I’m tired of worrying 
whether I too might be sued.” 

Veteran state Senator Milton 
Marks, the last elected local GOP 
lawmaker, jumped ship last year 
and joined the Democrats. There 
are no Republicans on the 11- 
member Board of Supervisors, 
and Eugene Garfinkle, the last 
Republican to hold office, lost his 
BART board seat in the recent 
election to Democrat Arlo Hale 
Smith. 


Despite the*" seemingly point¬ 
less task of winning in this city, 
the local party stalwarts, backed 
financially by the United San 
Francisco Republican Finance 
Committee, have kept their small 
office open in hopes of possibly 
mending themselves and present¬ 
ing some kind of “loyal opposi¬ 
tion” to the Democrats. But in 
the end, the bitter in-fighting 
won out, and the Republican par¬ 
ty in San Francisco is now a thing 
of the past. None of the players 
in this self-destructive party fight 
wanted to speak with us this 
week. 

The only semblance of Repub¬ 
lican party organization left in 
San Francisco is the mostly-gay 
Concerned Republicans for Indi¬ 
vidual Rights. Whether those 
still interested in promoting the 
party of Lincoln, Eisenhower and 
Reagan will help keep this organ¬ 
ization going remains to be seen. 

S ecretary of State George 
Schultz last week approved 
a plan to screen Foreign 
Service applicants, employees 
and their dependents for the 
AIDS virus in what is the first 
civilian AIDS testing policy 
among federal workers. Civil 
libertarians are rightfully wor¬ 
ried that the policy could serve as 
a precedent for private industry. 

Meanwhile, discrimination 
due to AIDS becomes more and 
more apparent. In Indianapolis, 
a judge recently terminated the 
right of a divorced father to visit 
his 2-year-old daughter because 
tests showed that Thomas Stew¬ 
art, a 31-year-old construction 
worker, has been exposed to HIV. 
The drastic action taken by the 
judge is a step that courts usual¬ 
ly take only after repeated child 


abuse or neglect. Full custody 
was granted to the child’s mother 
despite her admission that she 
was a user of the drug PCR 

City Attorney Louise Renne is 
the guest of honor at the Bay 
Area Non-Partisan Alliance’s

In Atlanta, a man known as 
“Mr. T” confessed to a series of 
gay murders that terrorized that 
city’s gay community. Michael 
Terry, 26, was charged with six 
murders after admitting to the 
killings between December, 1985 
and October, 1986. 

Former Menlo Park Assembly- 
man Bob Naylor, who gave up his 
Assembly seat to wage an unsuc¬ 
cessful campaign for the U.S. 
Senate, is the early favorite to be¬ 
come the new state GOP chair¬ 
man when the 1,237 members of 
the California Republican Cen¬ 
tral Committee meet in February. 

City Hall staffers say that 


Mayor Dianne Feinstein is really 
sore at Speaker Willie Brown 
over his planned bill that would 
allow out-of-state ownership of 
California banks. The still un¬ 
written bill could assist a take¬ 
over of BofA by Citicorp of New 
York and those close to Her 
Honor say the plan has Feinstein 
fuming. 

P olitical writers still shak¬ 
ing their heads at the cost 
of California political 
races. More than $40 million was 
spent on the recent gubernatorial 
and U.S. Senate races. A state 
“record” was set in Billings, 
Montana this year when GOP 
State Senator-elect A1 Bishop 
unseated incumbent Democrat 
Thomas Towe. The Republican 
spent $22,015, while the loser 
spent $22,706. 

State Sen. Quentin Kopp took 
a double-decker bus load of 
friends and political supporters 
to Sacramento Monday to watch 
him take the oath of office. 

Kopp, incidentally, will make 
his first appearance before a gay 


group next Monday, Dec. 8, when 
he speaks to the Toklas Demo¬ 
cratic Club where he is expected 
to outline his Sacramento AIDS 
agenda (8 p.m. at the Women’s 
Building on 18th Street). 

Quote of the week from Dr. 
Mervyn Silverman, president of 
the American Foundation for 
AIDS Research, in a Los Angeles 
Times interview: “There has 
been a persistent failure of moral 
leadership on the AIDS crisis 
from the president on down. Pres. 
Reagan didn’t even mention the 
epidemic for four years and then 
only to alarm people about the 
blood supply and to endorse the 
alarm of parents over AIDS 
children going to school, in both 
cases ignoring the medical evi¬ 
dence.” 

A note of thanks to all those 
who made my recent birthday 
party at the Comstock Club such 
a pleasant one. Over $6,000 will 
be split evenly between the S.F. 
AIDS Emergency Fund and 
Coming Home Hospice. Thanks 
again to everyone. •

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‘Well! My Dear . . 
The Life and Crimes 
Of Gene Zuchelli 


G ene Zuchelli was 15 and 
there was a war on. This 
had its advantages. Said 
Gene later: “I was crazy about 
uniforms. There were servicemen 
all over the place and I was just 
not able to stand it.” Certainly, 
Gene’s hometown, Knight’s 
Landing on the Sacramento 
River, was too far from the front. 

Thus the spring of 1945 found 
Gene, in full drag, lying in the 
arms of a sailor at night on the 
beach at San Diego. Gene got 
busted, of course. 

When they took the “young 
lady” down to the station house, 
Gene was handed over to the 
matron and taken to the women’s 
strip search room. 

“You’re not going to believe 
this,” Gene said. “I’m a guy.” 
The matron believed it. She haul¬ 
ed Gene back to the booking 
sergeant and said, “This one’s 
yours.” 

The cops shipped Gene back 
to his mother and dropped the 
charge. But Gene could not go 
back to Knight’s Landing. He 
switched buses along the way, 
boarding one marked SAN 
FRANCISCO. He never looked 
back. 

G ene Zuchelli’s friends 
were looking back this 
week as they buried 
Gene’s body in a sunny hillside 
plot at San Rafael. Gene Zuchelli, 
57, died Nov. 24 of AIDS-related 
pneumonia. 


Gene Zuchelli was a remark¬ 
able sissie who lived a remark¬ 
able gay life. From that day in 
1945 he was out of the closet and 
lived as an openly gay man. His 
life was profoundly important to 
gay liberation although Gene was 
never an activist, as such. 

He was put in jail for being 
gay, he was fired from jobs for be¬ 
ing gay, and yet in 40 years as an 
up-front fairy, Gene was never 
consumed by bitterness or resent¬ 
ment. 

Gene Zuchelli did not fight 
homophobia; he transcended it. 
Recalling the words of Oscar 
Wilde—“I put my talent into my 
work, but I put my genius into my 
life”—Gene lived a gay life. Gene 
Zuchelli’s presence was proof 
enough that a gay life was not 
only possible, but probable. 

With his flowing silver-grey 
mane (in later years) and his 
carefully constructed rainbow 
outfits, Gene made a statement 
about gay lib just by standing still 
and waiting for the bus. 

Jerry Smith of Minneapolis 
knew Gene for 40 years. Jerry had 
a special bond with Gene—“We 
met when he unwittingly tried to 
steal my lover”—and Jerry had 
occasion to bail Gene out of jail. 

That was in 1947. Gene was 
still dressing in drag, running 
over to Oakland and “yoo-hoo- 
ing” at the sailors. The Oakland 
authorities were not amused even 
though many of the sailors were. 



Speed Kills

any gays use “speed,” 
a drug also commonly 
called “crystal” or 
“crank.” Its pharmaceutical 
name is methamphetamine. It is 
a powerful drug that can be swal- 
owed, snorted, injected or taken 
rectally. It is also very dangerous, 
and can be deadly. 

Speed is a strong stimulant of 
the central nervous system. Some 
of its effects are increased heart 
rate, blood pressure and breath¬ 
ing rate. It also creates chemical 
imbalances in the brain which 
can lead to psychosis, paranoia 
and depression. The hazards of 
high doses of speed include risk 
of stroke or heart failure caused 
by an increase in blood pressure 
(which may be sudden if speed is 
injected). Continued high doses 
with associated appetite loss may 
lead to malnutrition (loss of 
weight, skin troubles, ulcers) and 
a physically worn-down condition 
which invites infection. This is 
particularly dangerous for peo¬ 
ple also at high risk for AIDS. 

Injection of speed carries 
more dangers. Embolisms (in¬ 
jected air bubbles) can be fatal. 
Abcesses (localized bacterial in¬ 
fections at the injection site) can 
be serious enough to require 
hospitalization. Sharing of nee¬ 
dles can transmit hepatitis or 
AIDS. Impurities in street speed 
can cause various diseases which 
may result in death. 

Perhaps the greatest danger of 
speed is that it is very addictive. 
It produces an intense wave of 
physical and psychological exhil¬ 
aration, especially when inject¬ 
ed, a wave of pleasure generally 


called a “rush.” Many people be¬ 
come psychologically addicted to 
speed, and because they build up 
a tolerance, they need to take in¬ 
creasingly large amounts to get 
the same high. 

M any people who have be¬ 
come addicted to speed 
go on “runs” — extend¬ 
ed periods of high-dosage use of 
the drug every few hours. The 
user may stay awake for days, eat¬ 
ing little or nothing during that 
time. This run may be followed by 
a long sleep and depression, 
sometimes called a “crash.” 
Needless to say, this lifestyle is 
not healthy. 

Many gay men closely associ¬ 
ate speed use with sex. In fact, the 
two become so intertwined for 
some men that they cannot have 
sex without speed, or speed with¬ 
out sex. They become as psycho¬ 
logically addicted to the sex as to 
the speed. Speed runs become 
sex runs as well. Often the sex is 
unsafe and needles are shared be¬ 
cause judgment is impaired by 
the drug use. This type of life¬ 
style is just asking for AIDS, and 
it is no wonder that presently 
about 12 percent of the gay and 
bisexual AIDS patients in San 
Francisco report a history of IV 
drug use. 

Those who don’t associate 
speed use with sex may become 
equally addicted for other rea¬ 
sons. Maybe they like to take 
some crystal and go out dancing 
all night, or they feel they need it 
in their work to stay up longer 
and work harder. Weekend or oc¬ 
casional use may quickly develop 
into a daily need.

Barbara Cameron, former co¬ 
chair of the Lesbian and Gay 
Freedom Day Parade Committee, 
was among Gene’s close circle of 
friends. She wrote Gene’s per¬ 
sonal history in the 1983 parade 
program because “his history 
spans a significant period of San 
Francisco history beginning from 
the late Forties.” 

Said Gene in the interview, “It 
was so exciting in San Francisco. 
All I had to do was stand on the 
streets and smile.” Gene sought 
the company of older, wealthy 
men. One—Richard Schiff—be¬ 
came his lover for a few years un¬ 


til Richard died. 

E venings would find 
Richard and Gene, with 
Gene now dressed as the 
dapper gay blade in a double- 
breasted suit, sipping cham¬ 
pagne at the Fairmont. 

When the Korean War came 
along Gene went down to the 
draft board and told them he was 
homosexual. “Gay” was an 
unknown word at the time. 

A few years later, Gene was 
shipping out on cruise ships as a 
beautician. His Korean War 
“confession” was dug up and 


one day, as he tried to board ship, 
two men in trenchcoats barred 
his way and Gene’s shipping-out 
days were over. That was life in 
the McCarthy era for an up-front 
fairy. 

For the past nine years, Gene 
worked for a state consulting Firm 
in the City. While he was never 
less than outrageous—punctuat¬ 
ing all his important statements, 
for 20 years, with the phrase 
“Well! My dear ...”—his in¬ 
herent kindness and gentleness 
won the hearts of the straight 
people who worked with him. 
The day of Gene’s funeral, Mon¬ 
day, was an office holiday. Gene’s 
straight co-workers joined Gene’s 
gay friends to take Gene to the 
cemetery. 

The Catholic funeral mass was 
a Zuchelli classic: colorful and 
dramatic. Even as the gay com¬ 
munity fumed at the Pope’s re¬ 
cent condemnation of homosex¬ 
uality, Gene planned a traditional 
Catholic funeral at St. Boniface 
in the Tenderloin. 

This was a typical Gene re¬ 
sponse. To homophobic out¬ 
bursts such as the Pope’s, Gene 
would raise a glass of cham¬ 
pagne, say, “Well! My dear ...”, 
tell an old story—then go on with 
his own life, on his own terms. 

Gene was laid to rest wearing 
purple cotton over yellow, a 
shroud of crimson velvet covering 
his slate-blue casket. He was 
buried at Mount Tamalpais 
Cemetery in San Rafael. 

At his side until the end was his 
gay family—Emilio, Peter, Tod, 
Ken, Barbara, Jerry and Brian. 
Also mourning his passing were 
his “niece,” Carl, of Min¬ 
neapolis; and his current beau, 
Marvelous Marv. 

To paraphrase Shakespeare, 
from the Eulogy of Julius Caesar. 
“This was a Sissie.” •

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of this sort, both with the bar¬ 
tender and with customers. At 
one point he takes time to sign an 
album, “To Liz.” A little later, he 
pauses to let someone he calls Dr. 
Rhythm hook up his rhythm box. 

When one customer feels com¬ 
pelled to protest (“Play some 
music!”), David balks. “How 
much did you pay to get in 
here?” he snaps. The customer, 
who backs down immediately, 
really has no grounds for com¬ 
plaint. Despite the interruptions, 
David’s sets are long and extra¬ 
ordinarily vigorous. 

One of David’s specialties is 
playing the organ and the piano 
behind him at the same time — 
a hand on every instrument in 
sight. He does this now on a rous¬ 
ing medley of songs from Oliver! 
This is followed by an audience 
request, “Jazz Hot,” from Victor/ 
Victoria. While he plays many 
show tunes like these, David does 
not confine himself to any one 
particular sytle of music. “I like 
anything that’s pretty, happy, or 
sentimental,” he claims. “What 
I don’t like is oppressive music.” 

A lthough David could not 
have predicted tenure at 
the New Bell as part of his 
future, “I always knew I wanted 
to perform,” he says. “As early as 
I can remember, I wanted to 
make a living this way.” A native 
of Northern California, David 
has studied piano and organ 
since he was seven years old. He 
has earned money in other ways 
— on a farm, in a bakery, and in 
a mortuary, for instance — but 
he has never forsaken his original 
goal. 

Moving to San Francisco in 
the late 1950s, David played for 
a number of years at the Levee, “a 
sort of bike club/dinner house on 
the waterfront.” He began play¬ 
ing at the New Bell in 1974. In 
1979 he formed a group called 
David Kelsey and Pure Trash, a 
Dixieland jazz show band. Pure 
Trash, which was an immediate 
success, delighted audiences 
from San Diego to Vancouver

W hatever the reason, if 
you have problems with 
speed, I strongly suggest 
you get help for it. It isn’t easy to 
kick a speed addiction, but it can 
be done. It won’t get any easier 
the longer you wait — in fact, the 
addiction will only get worse and 
harder to solve. For more infor¬ 
mation, counseling or referral for 
a speed problem, gay men may 
call 18th Street Services, 861- 
4898, lesbians may call Iris Proj¬ 
ect, 864-2364, and both men and 
women may call Operation Re¬ 
covery, 626-7000. 

If you aren’t ready yet to stop 
shooting speed, at least don’t 
share needles. You don’t need the 
added risk of AIDS on top of the 
dangers of speed itself. Remem- 
er, a person can look perfectly 
healthy but still be infectious 
with the AIDS virus and give it to 
you. 

If you must share a needle, at 
least learn how to clean it be¬ 
tween uses. Before you use a nee¬ 
dle that has been used by some¬ 
one else, fill it twice with liquid 
bleach (such as Clorox), squirting 
out the bleach after each filling. 
Then fill it and rinse it twice with 
water. This should kill the AIDS 
virus, and it all takes less than a 
minute. 

But always remember that 
your first choice for good health 
is to get off the speed entirely. If 
you don’t remember anything 
else from this column, please re¬ 
member one thing — Speed kills.

I f you’ve ever been in the 
vicinity of Polk and Sutter, 
even if you’ve never seen 
David Kelsey you’ve probably 
heard him. You’d have to be total¬ 
ly deaf to have missed the waves 
of sound blasting from the stage, 
rocking the very foundations of 
the New Bell Saloon where he 
plays, and rumbling down the 
block in either direction. This 
virtuoso performer, who has been 
a vital part of the San Francisco 
entertainment scene for more 
years than he cares to remember, 
has been called many things 
throughout his career, but “sub¬ 
tle” is not one of them. 

Pedestrians are drawn to the 
front door of the New Bell like 
scientists to the Shroud of Turin. 
They want to know what the fuss 
is all about. Those in the know 
enter fearlessly. Others glance in, 
shake their heads in disbelief, 
and beat a hasty retreat. 

I am one of the former. I have 
come to the New Bell, next to an 
adult bookstore that calls itself 
“A Veritable Supermarket of 


Smut,” this Thursday evening 
not only to enjoy the music but 
also to meet friends. These 
friends seldom have much to say, 
but it hardly matters. In the New 
Bell, I couldn’t hear them any¬ 
way. 

When I make my entrance just 
past 9:30, David is already play¬ 
ing; Wearing a tropical shirt and 
seated between a three-tiered 
organ and a grand piano on an 
elevated stage, he is definitely the 
center of attention. This is not 
some tired lounge act, hired to 
provide background music. 

This man is a star. If the music 
doesn’t convince you, the atti¬ 
tude will. Only three people in 
the world consume cigarettes 
with such flamboyant assurance 
— Bette Davis, Charles Pierce, 
and La Kelsey.

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Fundamentalist Must Stand Trial 


PALM SPRINGS— Christian Fundamen¬ 
talist Betty Batey faces a possible three-year 
prison term if she is convicted of child-stealing. 
The child-stealing case, which involved her 
former husband, Frank Batey (a gay man) and 
their son, Brian, has attracted national atten¬ 
tion. The California State Supreme Court re¬ 
jected a lower court ruling which attempted to 
drop the child-stealing charges. 

The Bateys were divorced in 1975, at that 
time, Mrs. Batey was granted custody of the 
then-four-year-old Brian. Seven years later, 
Frank was given custody of Brian when Betty 
allegedly refused to grant Frank court-ordered 
visitation rights. No more than a week later, Bet¬ 
ty disappeared, surfacing 19 months later in 
Denver. There, she was arrested for investiga¬ 


tion of child stealing. She explained during a 
custody hearing that she feared Brian would be 
corrupted by his father’s gay lifestyle. 

In 1984, Mrs. Batey was found in contempt 
of court for violating a court order by taking the 
child out of the state and refusing to return him 
to his father. She was fined and sent briefly to 
jail. 

When felony child-stealing charges were 
pressed separately by the district attorney, 
Superior Court Judge Earl Maas dismissed the 
charges, ruling that she had already been 
punished for the same conduct and that dou¬ 
ble jeopardy would be violated. However, the 
4th District Court of Appeals reinstated the 
charge last»July by a 2-1 vote.

Massachusetts 
Takes New Look 
At Gay Parents 

BOSTON —There may be 
some light forming at the end of 
Massachusetts’ foster care tun¬ 
nel. The state, through the whims 
of Gov. Michael Dukakis, has 
refused to allow gay men and les¬ 
bians to be foster parents, may 
change its policy soon. That was 
the recommendation of a sub¬ 
committee of Human Services 
Secretary Phillip Johnston. 

The subcommittee recom¬ 
mended that foster care place¬ 
ments be judged by social 
workers on a case-by-case basis. 
This recommendation conflicts 
dramatically with a policy 
reinstated in May, 1985 by 
Massachusetts’ Department of 
Social Services. At that time, the 
DSS required children to be plac¬ 
ed in “traditional” families with 
heterosexual partners. 

The subject of gay and lesbian 
foster parents has been contro¬ 
versial in this state ever since two 
foster children were removed 
from the home of two gay men, 
Donald Babets and David Jean.

Grand Jury Probes 
Extortion Charges 
In Gay Bars 

BOSTON —A Massachusetts 
grand jury is studying allegations 
of police extortion from gay bars. 
The investigation is the end 
result of more than five years of 
probes by the FBI and the Justice 
Department. During that time, 
licensing records of 249 
restaurants and bars have been 
subpoenaed. 


An unnamed source told the 
Gay Community News of Boston 
that 18 gay bars in Boston have 
been subpoenaed. 

Most of the allegations have 
concerned charges that police 
hired to guard bars have been 
demanding payoffs in addition to 
receiving their standard fees set 
by the city. A number of sources 
told the GCN that most gay bars 
are asked to make payments to 
police officers in return for ser¬ 
vices such as allowing patrons to 
illegally park or to overlook il¬ 
legal activities in the bar such as 
drug use, prostitution or over¬ 
crowding.

AUSTIN, TX —Austin 
Human Relations Committee 
members are asking the City 
Council to consider passing a law 
to bar discrimination against 
people with AIDS. 

Commissioners voted 
unanimously in October to push 
for the measure to protect AIDS 
victims from discrimination in 
employment, housing and access 
to businesses and public services. 

Glen Maxey, co-chairman of a 
group that will lobby for the law, 
said there have been 25 to 30 
cases of discrimination against 
AIDS victims in the Texas capital.

NEW YORK-A n over¬ 
whelming majority of Americans 
support putting AIDS informa¬ 
tion in sex education classes for 
12-year-old children. According 
to Time Magazine, 95 percent of 
1,015 American backed the input 
of AIDS information. 

Another interesting fact found 
out by the national newsweekly 
was that while 76 percent favored 
information about homosexuali¬ 
ty, over half of those in favor (56 
percent) also said homosexuality 
should be presented as “im¬ 
moral.” 

When polled individually, 37 
percent of the mothers and 35 
percent of the fathers said they 
had told their children between 
8-12 years of age about homosex¬ 
uality while 48 percent of the 
mothers and 42 percent of the 
fathers reported having discuss¬ 
ed AIDS with the children.

A.B. 1 Launched Again 
This Time With A Twist 

Labor Code Already Prohibits Anti-Gay Bias; 

New Bill Standardizes Job Rights 

Assemblyman Art Agnos (D-SF) has again introduced AB1, the bill to include job bias against 
lesbians and gay men in the state Fair Employment and Housing Act. This time, he predicted 
victory. 

“We have turned the corner and victory is in sight,” Agnos said. “We no longer face a debate 
over whether antigay job bias is prohibited—because we now know that it is illegal—but rather 
how to handle the complaints.” 


“The only issue for A.B. 1 in 
this session is whether we will 
handle the antigay job bias com¬ 
plaints through the Labor Code, 
where the protection now exists, 
or through the Fair Employment 
and Housing Act,” he said. 

Agnos said that the fight 
against antigay job bias was won 
when the Attorney General ruled 
last April that an existing labor 
code forbids all such discrimina¬ 
tion. According to Agnos, the 
Department of Industrial Rela¬ 
tions has agreed that it will han¬ 
dle all complaints of antigay job 
bias and set forth procedures to 
handle complaints. 

As the California Labor Code 
Sections 1101 and 1102 now 
stand, a lesbian or gay man who 
has a complaint of job discrimi¬ 
nation would go to the Depart¬ 
ment of Industrial Relations, 
which would hear the case, 
decide if discrimination had 
taken place, and then could be 
awarded back pay and reinstate¬ 
ment by the Department. 

“That’s very similar to the 
remedies in the Fair Employment 
and Housing Act, which deals 
with job discrimination based on 
race, sex, religious creed, color, 
national origin, ancestry, physi¬ 
cal handicap, medical condition, 
marital status, or sex,” said Ag¬ 
nos. 

“But in addition to those 
remedies, the Labor Code also in¬ 
cludes a possible prison term for 
employers who violate its provi¬ 
sions, and that goes beyond the 
Fair Employment and Housing 
Act provisions,” he added. 

The Labor Code also does not 
exempt religious organizations or 
small employers from its cover¬ 
age, as is provided for in the Fair 
Employment and Housing Act. 
The purpose behind A.B. 1, is

now to standardize treatment of 
all job discrimination. 

“The bigots who wanted to us 
A.B. 1 as a focal point for their 
campaigns of hatred and money¬ 
raising schemes lost the battle 
without ever knowing what hit 
them,” Agnos said. “It’s a done 
deal. 

“I look forward to working 
with the Deukmejian Administra¬ 


tion in bringing a single standard 
to this last remaining element in 
California public policy against 
antigay bias,” Assemblyman Ag¬ 
nos concluded. 

Other California laws already 
provide protections to lesbians 
and gay men in housing, public 
accommodations, as victims of 
attacks motivated by hatred, and 
in public employment. 

• The Unruh Civil Rights Act 
protects against discrimination 
in housing and public accommo¬ 
dations. 

• An executive order banning 
discrimination in public employ¬ 
ment, including such jobs as 
teachers, police, firefighters and 
other positions, was signed by 
Gov. Jerry Brown. It was upheld 
by Gov. George Deukmejian 
when he reviewed it as Attorney 
General and issued a formal 
opinion concurring that such dis¬ 
crimination is illegal. 

• A.B. 848 (Bates) of the 1983 
Session includes lesbians and 
gay men in the special protec¬ 
tions against violence based on 
hatred, in a bill that was signed 
by Deukmejian.•

New Virus Found; 
Snags Blood Test

Swedish scientists have announced the discovery of a third 
AIDS virus and American and French researchers have in¬ 
dicated that there may be more to come. The new virus, given 
the name SBL (State Bacteriology Laboratory) 6669 V-2, may 
necessitate the development of a more sophisticated blood test 
to screen out AIDS. Discovery of the third virus in West 
African patients, receiving treatment in Sweden, is not view¬ 
ed as surprising by scientists who point out that there are 
several types of polio virus, at least three of which can lead 
to paralysis. 


Thus far, neither the new 
Swedish virus nor a second AIDS 
virus found by French scientists, 
LAV-2, has turned up in blood 
samples in the United States. 
LAV-2 has been found in blood 
tests in three European and six 
West African countries and re¬ 
searchers are continuing to look 
for it in the epidemic devastating 
Central Africa. 

One of the difficulties facing 
scientists is that th6re are some 
microbes which belong to the 
same family of retroviruses as the 
AIDS viruses and yet do not 
themselves appear to cause the 
disease in humans. The HTLV-4 
virus has so far apparently not 
caused any human AIDS cases 
among the 300 or so persons 
found with it. HTLV-4 is biologi¬ 
cally close to the virus found in 
African monkeys. 

American AIDS researcher, 
Dr. Robert C. Gallo, says he and 
his colleagues are puzzled by the 
differences in the viruses’ be¬ 
havior. “What makes one cause 
disease, another not, I don’t 
know,” said Gallo. Noting 
research underway to discover a 


new gene that might determine 
how viruses affect the body, Gallo 
predicted, “The answer will 
come in 1987.” 

Gallo noted that he was study¬ 
ing the paper on the SBL 6669 
V-2 virus and would review his 
findings in Science magazine. 

French researcher, Dr. Luc 
Montagnier, stated in an inter¬ 
view in The New York Times that 
the heterosexual pattern of the 
African epidemic seems to be 
continuing. Montagnier explain¬ 
ed that some African patients 
have been infected by at least two 
of the AIDS viruses adding that 
a virus could infect the popula¬ 
tion for quite some time before it 
would be discovered by scientists. 

Meanwhile, the New York 
Native reports the possibility of 
a link between the African Swine 
Fever Virus (ASFV) and a new 
virus HBLV (Human B-Cell Lym- 
photropic Virus) recently discov¬ 
ered by Gallo. Native publisher 
Charles L. Ortleb wrote, “The 
epidemiology of the new virus 
suggests that it may be highly 
contagious and cause ailments

Tradition 

It Can Be An Inspiration - 
Or A Kick In The Ass

H alfway into cocktails, something wonder¬ 
ful happened. I’d been suffering through 
the high blood pressure, failing eyesight, 
gaining-too-much-weight woes of middle-age con¬ 
versation, when Mario suddenly began talking 
about the “old days” in San Francisco. 

I went out to dinner this Thanksgiving — okay, 
no big deal — but it was only the second time in 
more than 15 years that I’ve eaten the traditional 
bird outside my own home. The reason for that goes 
beyond the fact that next to Mom’s, I like my own 
cooking best. The truth is that without having given 
it thought, I’ve made it a practice to avoid the 
observance of any American Tradition with people, 
my family included, who do not accept homosexu¬ 
ality (mine or anyone’s) as being right up there with 
cranberry sauce and pumpkin pie. 

Mario’s eyes twinkled, his speech became ani¬ 
mated, and he spoke with all the beguiling charm 
of a Spanish Charles Boyer. 


‘ ‘ I went into my first gay bar in 
San Francisco and saw all these 
men, these real men who were not 
afraid to be men!” His voice was 
lilting, his memory clear, his 
accent commanding me to pay 
closer attention. 

“They were not nellie drag 
queens like you had to be in my 
country,” said Mario. 

I’d heard those stories before. 
But somehow, when Mario (not 
his real name) spoke, they struck 
new meaning. He was talking 
about San Francisco, not of the 
1970s as I knew it, but of the ’50s! 
He’d emigrated from Mexico al¬ 
most thirty-five years ago and 
made his way in the business 
world. He and the mate he found 
here became, in their own way, 
part of the tradition that helped 
establish San Francisco as a Gay 
Mecca, a place where homosexu¬ 
al men and women could be what 
they are, without being shackled 
with the guilt and the ever¬ 
present sense of wrongdoing that 
seem to accompany being gay. 

Mario’s mate died two years 
ago, after their being together for 
thirty-one years. Despite his loss 


and his obvious loneliness, Mario 
presented himself with a sense of 
pride and a kind of dignity that 
made me feel, well — self- 
conscious, and thankful that we 
have people like him as role 
models. 

Throughout dinner, I couldn’t 
take my mind off Mario’s stories 
of the early Black Cat days. 
Maybe I was helped along by the 
turkey and stuffing, but at some 
point during his story telling, I 
was so struck — overwhelmed, in 
fact — by such a great feeling of 
old-fashioned tradition, that I 
completely forgot that as a self- 
professed radical gay leftist, I was 
supposed to be screaming about 
the Republican President and 
the anti-homosexual visigoths in 
the State Department. 

Like Good People do, my par¬ 
ents and teachers laid on me a 
strong daily regimen of the opin¬ 
ions, doctrines, practices, rites, 
and customs that are uniquely 
(but not exclusively) American. 
They were so unrelenting and so 
successful, that growing up, I was 
nothing less than a true believer. 
I was a straight-A, nerd-boy, exem¬ 


plary jerk, right down the crease 
of my slacks to the shine of my 
shoes. 

I can still hear Sister Rosetta 
telling my mother, “You’ve just 
got to be proud of that boy!” 

And proud she was, until I 
broke ranks at age thirty and 
became a born-again iconoclast. 
Specifically, I broke the tradi¬ 
tions on which I was carefully 
nurtured, and I deserted my wife 
and two boys to take up with 
another MAN. In short, I sur¬ 
rendered to a greater truth and 
came out. 

At that point, tradition took a 
hard smack at my behind. So it is 
with everyone who comes out. 
And the further out one comes, 
the harder the smack in the be¬ 
hind. 

Tradition is still very impor¬ 
tant to me, even though I’ve come 
to trust little and to question 
everything. And when it comes to 
observing traditional holidays 
like Thanksgiving, I am but one 
of millions of homosexual men 
and women who teeter some¬ 
where between doing so with 
family or doing so with those who 
give us basic acceptance. > 

To suffer a holiday celebration 
with my family would be to en¬ 
dure the weird glances and un¬ 
spoken, off-color remarks of 
peripheral relatives — nieces and 
nephews and cousins and in-laws 
— who’ve not progressed beyond 
“queer.” Just thinking about it is 
enough to bring on a case of 
hives. 

Anger rises in me that there is 
no affirming place in tradition 
for me as a homosexual man, that 
there is little real acceptance of 
gays, unless polite tolerance 
counts. It angers me that there is 
no place in mainstream America 
for us. On the whole, the neigh¬ 
bors don’t want us, churches 
don’t want us, schools don’t want 
us, business doesn’t want us, our 
country doesn’t want us, and our 
parents, like my Mom, are still 
not-so-secretly wondering/hoping 
whether we’ll ever find a nice 
“girl” and get married so as to 
put an end to their shame. 

As a result, I do what a lot of 
us do: I make it a point to cele¬ 
brate life and its holidays, not so 
much with those who only gave 
me life and my early years, but 
with those who’ve contributed to 
my life’s greatest meaning. It 
would be divine if the two could 
be one, for then, I would be com¬ 
plete. My past would be more 
closely aligned with my destiny, 
and I would no longer be one of 
the millions of society’s bastard

was a welcome for cross-country 
runner Brent Nicholson Earle 
and a money-raiser for the S.F. 
AIDS Emergency Fund and the 
ARC/AIDS Vigil. 

On Thursday night, several 
hundred people gathered at Mar¬ 
ket and Castro Street for the 
candlelight memorial march to 
honor Sup. Harvey Milk and 
Mayor George Moscone. For 
eight years, people have remem¬ 
bered the two men who were 
assassinated in their City Hall of¬ 
fices on Nov. 27, 1978. 

The march has now become a 
memorial to people who have 
died of AIDS as well as to Milk 
and Moscone. This year, the 
march concluded when people 
gathered at the monument to 
Abraham Lincoln in front of San 
Francisco’s City Hall. 

The area around the Lincoln 
statue became an altar of flicker¬ 
ing candles. The tiny flames 
seemed to glisten in the eyes of 
the many people who stood quiet¬ 
ly. As they stood or knelt in the 
brisk cold night air, they gave 
new meaning to the words “fami¬ 
ly” and “Thanksgiving.” 

Many in the march carried 
cards with the names of friends 
or lovers who have died of AIDS. 
Many, with tear-filled eyes placed 
the posters and the candles on 
the monument. 

Earle left San Francisco Sun¬ 
day afternoon to continue his 
journey around the United States 
raising money for AIDS educa¬ 
tion and research. 

On Thanksgiving morning he 
was met by members of the San 
Francisco FrontRunners and the 
San Francisco Leather and Blues 
Motorcycle Club. He then began 
his run across the Golden Gate 
Bridge. As he ran, his 70-year old 
mother, Marion Nicholson, made 
the trip riding on a motorcycle. 
“It certainly was exciting,” she 
said later. 

Once across the bridge, Earle 
ran through the Presidio, then 
across Golden Gate Park as he 
headed towards the Castro. In 
what he described as one of the 
most thrilling moments of his 
run, Earle entered the Castro. 

Led by a motorcycle escort, his 
route carried him over Castro

children, the kids that nobody 
wants or claims. 

Thank Mario and others of his 
generation for forging the 
groundwork, for their part in 
building a tradition for gays in a 
place like San Francisco, where 
(forget what you’ve heard to the 
contrary) there is little more than 
a tiny pocket of acceptance of 
what they insist on calling “the 
homosexual lifestyle.” 

Thank Mario and all the oth¬ 
ers who have had the personal 
courage to break free and stay 
free. 

Thank Mario, and Ron and 
Bob and Chuck and Wilson, and 
the multitudes of others who have 
gone before, for their amazing 
ability as storytellers, for remind¬ 
ing us that as gay men and wo¬ 
men, we have a past of our own, 
a wonderful, rich, and growing 
tradition. 

Understanding that tradition 
is the only way we can come to 
terms with the present. Build¬ 
ing on it is our path to the future. 


Street, across Market and then 
over to the Holy Redeemer 
Church. He said “the feeling was 
emotional and spectacular” to 
see the huge Castro Theatre sign 
come into view as his group ap¬ 
proached the area. With him 


were many FrontRunners who 
had been with him as he ran in 
the Gay Games II marathon last 
August. 

He then went to the San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Foundation dinner 


for people with AIDS and ARC. 
There he was presented with a 
proclamation from the City of 
San Francisco from Sup. John 
Molinari. Earle then ran to the 
Eagle where he was present for 
the San Francisco AIDS Emer¬ 


gency Fund and the ARC/AIDS 
Vigil fundraiser. 

In the evening he joined 
Candlelight marchers. He told 
the marchers he had been in¬ 
spired by “The Times of Harvey 
Milk” film. When he saw it, he 
said, he made his decision to 
begin his run. 

Friday was a day to be with the 
people he is running for, the peo¬ 
ple with AIDS. In the afternoon, 
he went to Ward 5-A at San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital. After 
speaking to the nurses, he went 
into several of the rooms and 
spent time with the patients. He 
was visibly moved by the experi¬ 
ence. But he didn’t quit for the 
day. He then went to the ARC / 
AIDS Vigil. 

On Sunday morning, he was 
honored by Rev. Cecil Williams at 
Glide Methodist Church. Earle 
received a sustained standing 
ovation when he was introduced. 

When he began his run, he 
knew it would take him 3,927 
miles to reach the steps of San 
Francisco City Hall. His goal is to 
run 10,000 miles and have it end 
up as part of next year’s National 
March on Washington. 

But as the Candlelight march¬ 
ers braved the Thanksgiving 
night chill, Earle looked out at 
the crowd. He knew he had run a 
long ways to join quite a family 
gathering. •

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Mom, Dad: Can We Talk? 

This Is The Story Of 'Rob and Ruth Johnson' And P-FLAG

F or some, it is already a memory; for 
others, as yet a future plan. The holi¬ 
day season seems a particularly pop¬ 
ular time: As in years past, thousands of kids 
will give mom and dad a Christmas present 
they never expected. 

The scene is familiar: A young person— 
back from college for winter break—asks his 
or her parents to sit down. “I have something 
to tell you,’ ’ the son or daughter begins grave¬ 
ly. “I’m sharing this because I love you and 
want you to be part of my life: I’m gay.” 

Members of an organization with several 
chapters in the Greater Bay Area know 
countless variations on this story. Each has 
listened to other parents and children; each 
has experienced such a revelation in his or 
her own family. The group is Parents and 
Friends of Lesbians and Gays (P-FLAG). 



Local P-FLAG chapters are af¬ 
filiated with similar groups 
throughout the nation to provide 
support for families confronting 
the isolation and anxiety that 
discovering a loved-one’s homo¬ 
sexuality can create. As parents of 
gay people or gay children, mem¬ 
bers of P-FLAG are uniquely 


qualified to understand the 
dilemmas such families face in a 
largely homophobic society. 

One of the first Bay Area P- 
FLAG chapters founded outside 
of San Francisco is the Palo Alto 
group. It has operated a hot-line 
and held discussions—with one

It’s about change. 
And isn’t it 
about time? 


“When my son Rob told me 
two years ago, I was really shock¬ 
ed,” recalled a mother of three, 
the wife of a Stanford professor. 
(To preserve her family’s privacy, 
we’ll call her “Ruth Johnson.”) 
She spoke at length of her exper¬ 
ience—a story that illustrates the 
basic changes many families 
undergo when a child comes out. 

“I suddenly saw Rob in a new 
way,” Ruth recounted over tea in 
the kitchen of her comfortable 
home on the Stanford campus. “I 
imagined him with another 
man—a distressing image for me 
at the time. 

“I’m sure it was a big event for 
Rob to tell me, and he was hurt 
that he didn’t get a warm, posi¬ 
tive response, but I simply 
couldn’t give one. Rob did stay in 
touch, and the more we talked, 
the better I felt. I saw that my son 
was happy and loved, his per¬ 
sonality developing, his life com¬ 
ing together. I could see that it 
was right for him.” 

While her relationship with 
her son improved, Ruth con¬ 
tinued to feel profoundly isolat¬ 
ed. “It certainly wasn’t some¬ 
thing I felt comfortable talking to 
other people about. I didn’t know 
who to talk to,” she explained. “I 
really feel that when a gay son or 
daughter comes out of the closet, 
their parents go into one.”

. uring an extended sab- 
I batical last year on the 
East Coast with her hus¬ 
band, Ruth discovered Parents 
and Friends of Lesbians and 
Gays. Her involvement with the 
group brought major changes, 
helping her toward acceptance 
and understanding of her son, 
herself, and her family. 

“I was terribly nervous about 
the meeting. I went up to the 
door three times before I had 
enough nerve to go in!” Ruth re¬ 
membered. “I’ve seen parents 
come to the Palo Alto group with 
the same feeling. And the first 
response is relief: ‘Everyone just 
looks normal here. I’m not alone! 

“When you have an assump¬ 


tion that your kid is heterosexu¬ 
al, and then you find out that 
they’re not, all these negative 
stereotypes that we all learn 
about homosexuality come up,” 
Ruth said. “Then you have to 
educate yourself and replace the 
stereotypes with real informa¬ 
tion.” 

P-FLAG was a crucial element 
in this process for Ruth. “I have 
learned a lot there, read a lot, met 
a lot of parents and gay and les¬ 
bian young people,” Ruth ex¬ 
plained. “I feel completely dif¬ 
ferent now than I did a year ago, 
when I couldn’t even say, ‘I have 
a gay son’ without getting a lump 
in my throat and tears in my eyes. 
I don’t feel that way at all now. 

“But it’s not all or nothing,” 
Ruth emphasized. “I still haven’t 
told my father, and my husband 
hasn’t told his brothers. We’re in 
a very uneven place, with a lot of 
comfort, a lot of change, and 
some areas of discomfort. That’s 
one reason I prefer not to use my 
family’s real names.” 

Ruth’s son, Rob Johnson, 23, 
lives in Santa Cruz with his lover. 
He sees his parents involvement 
in P-FLAG as an important sign 
of their support. 

“It’s an indication of how 
much they care about me,” he 
said. “It makes me respect them 
a great deal. The main way it’s af¬ 
fected me personally is that now 
they’re more educated around 
the issues. It makes my life less 
of something they can never un¬ 
derstand, and it makes me feel 
less cut off from them.” 

p itzi and Tom Henderson, 
Menlo Park couple 
. with four children whose 
son, Jamie is past-president of 
the Stanford Gay and Lesbian 
Law Students Association, 
pointed out that P-FLAG isn’t for 
parents only: The group also 
helps gay people themselves with 
family-related issues. 

“P-FLAG can offer a surrogate 
family for gay people whose fami¬ 
ly has rejected them or who don’t

know about them yet. It offers 
gay people a chance to try com¬ 
ing out and to discuss some of 
their concerns about family rela¬ 
tionships. It can give them a 
chance to sound out what kind of 
reactions they might anticipate in 
telling their family,” she ex¬ 
plained. 

Tom Henderson added that P- 
FLAG “may well be one of the 
few predominantly straight en¬ 
vironments where a gay person is 
welcome by the very terms of the 
invitation.” 

Ruth Johnson summed up the 
group’s goals and methods. “I 
don’t think we have any agenda 
for people who come to us. 
There’s no one right way to deal 
with this issue,” she said. “And 
there’s no expectation that you 


must march in a Gay Pride 
Parade and be on television— 
although some of us do decide to 
do that. 

“The one goal of P-FLAG is to 
help parents who feel uncomfor¬ 
table and feel distress to feel 
more comfortable,” Johnson said 
“and to help gay kids and their 
parents have the best family rela¬ 
tionships possible.”

such as the flu, encephalitis, 
multiple sclerosis, arthritis and 
possibly AIDS.” 

Ortleb contends that Gallo’s 
new virus is behaving the same 
way in the American population 
“that African Swine Fever behav¬ 
ed among pigs during epidemics 
of the last decade.” 

Ortleb, whose newspaper has 
long argued editorially that there 
are significant links between the 
African Swine Fever Virus and 


AIDS and that the United States 
government and the govern¬ 
ments of other countries may be 
trying to cover up or obscure 
those links to protect the pork in¬ 
dustry, extracted a promise from 
Gallo that he would change the 
name of his new virus from HBLV 
to African Swine Fever Virus 
should tests prove the viruses 
identical. 

“You have an absolute prom¬ 
ise that if this is African Swine 
Fever Virus, the name will be 
changed instantly,” Gallo was re¬ 
ported to have told Ortleb. • 


Houston Tests 
Sex Ed 

HOUSTON—Sixth-graders 
in three Houston schools may 
take a 12-week sex education 
course if they choose as part of a 
test project by the school district. 

School board members ap¬ 
proved the course, a subject that 
was forbidden before, after ex¬ 
pressing concern about the in¬ 
creasing problem of teenage 
pregnancies.

U.S. Court To Rule 
On Handicap Rights 

Health Assoc. Asks Protection 
For People With TB, AIDS 

The U.S. Supreme Court heard arguments Dec. 3 in a case 
involving tuberculosis but which raises issues similar to the 
treatment of people having AIDS. The case involves an 
elementary school teacher, Gene Arline, who was fired be¬ 
cause she had tuberculosis. Her attorneys argued that her fir¬ 
ing was illegal because tuberculosis is a handicap under 
federal discrimination law. Legal observers believe that the 
Court took the case because of concern over AIDS. 

The American Civil Liberties Union and the American 
Public Health Association Sept. 19 asked the U.S. Supreme 
Court to rule that victims of communicable diseases such as 
tuberculosis and AIDS are covered by a federal law protect¬ 
ing the rights of the handicapped. 

In an amicus brief filed in the case of Gene H. Arline, the 
two organizations told the court that protection of persons 
handicapped by communicable diseases is consistent with 
public health concerns. 

“The court’s decision in this 
case wil be crucial to persons 
with AIDS and millions of 
Americans who don’t have the 
disease but have been exposed to 
the virus,” said ACLU attorney 
Nan D. Hunter. “The Justice 
Department, in its brief and 
public pronouncements, is pan¬ 
dering to an irrational fear of 
contagion by arguing that it is a 
justifiable reason for firing a per¬ 
son with AIDS or a person who 
tests positive for the AIDS anti¬ 
body. We believe the law clearly 
states otherwise.” 

The statute at issue in the 
Arline case is Section 504 of the 
Rehabilitation Act of 1973, which 
prohibits employment discrimi¬ 


nation by the federal government 
and federally funded agencies 
against handicapped persons. 

“The medical evidence to date 
demonstrates that AIDS cannot 
be communicated through casu¬ 
al contact in the workplace,” said 
Herbert Semmel, attorney for 
APHA. “To permit irrational 
fears to the contrary to dictate 
employment policy is a flagrant 
violation of the Rehabilitation 
Act’s core purpose—the protec¬ 
tion of handicapped persons 
against medically unjustified dis¬ 
crimination. 

The attorneys for the two 
organizations stressed that their 
joint brief showed that civil liber-

Nez Pas Interviews Manuel and Tootsi 
Second of Two Parts 


Nez: How did you two team 
up? 

Manuel: What happened 
was, I lost my best friend around 
15 years ago, and have been look¬ 
ing for another such friend. Dur¬ 
ing that looking, at different 
functions, this “little person” 
kept asking me if the make-up 
was o.k., if the outfit was all right, 
things like that. After several 
months of that, I finally asked the 
person if he was a drag queen or 
an entertainer! He huffed, “An 
entertainer!” Of course, I have 
made Tootsi the star she is today! 
And, as it turned out, he is now 
my best friend 

Nez: When did you two first 
perform together? 

Tootsi: It was New Year’s Eve 
at the Lake Lounge about three 
years ago. I was doing a thing 
called “Tootsi Does Dallas” and 
asked Manuel if he’d help. He 
did, and we started. We did the 
show as a thank-you to the audi¬ 
ence, rather than a fundraising 
event. 


Nez: Why do gay functions 
always start late? 

Tootsi: We start on time, if it’s 
we two doing the function! The 
others? Half the queens don’t 
have their act together. What’s 
wrong with telling the audience 
that there is a slight delay, and 
give the real reason for the delay? 
It is totally disrespectful to the 
“paying” audience to not inform 
them as to why’s of the delay. If 
they know, they will remember 
and be grateful that they were in¬ 
formed. 

Manuel: Most gay people— 
not just drag queens—don’t have 
their shit together. There are too 
many bosses and not enough 
workers. Those who are in charge 
don’t bother to get reliable com¬ 
mittees together, naming who is 
in charge of what portion of the 
show. 

Unfortunately, people are used 
to the lateness, and don’t plan on 
arriving until late. Maybe if 
shows start on time—with only 
three or four in the audience—

Peer Counselor Training 


A 40-hour training for AIDS Project of the East Bay peer 
counseling volunteers is scheduled for Jan. 30 through Feb. 
1 and Feb. 6 through Feb. 8, 1987. New volunteers are 
desperately needed to handle the increasing number of 
clients. The training will be held at Merritt-Peralta Town 
Court in Oakland. The deadline for applications is Jan. 5, 


1987. 

“The peer counselor has a 
very important role,” says Ernest 
Andrews, Clinical Coordinator at 
APEB. “Peer counselors provide 
a listening ear for people with 
AIDS and their friends and fami¬ 
ly. They try to enable people with 
AIDS to have a good quality of 
life while they are dealing with 
the impact of their illness.” 

Ethnic minorities and people 
who are fluent in other languages 
are particularly encouraged to 
apply to the peer counseling pro¬ 
gram. People of all backgrounds, 
skills, and origins are needed. 

“We are seeing an increasing 


number of people of color who re¬ 
quire our services,” says Ernest 
Andrews. “It’s a very lonely situ¬ 
ation to be diagnosed with AIDS 
and have to deal with it by one¬ 
self. Having AIDS raises a lot of 
other issues for a person and 
when these issues compound 
with cultural differences, it can 
sometimes be difficult without 
support. Our agency is commit¬ 
ted to providing ethnic sensitive 
services. However, we can’t do it 
alone. 

Before joining APEB, peer 
counselors make a one-year com-

people will get the idea of being 
on time. For me, I have to be pre¬ 
pared; the sound system, the 
lighting, the musical numbers 
and their order, who the enter¬ 
tainers are—and I try to limit 
their drinking during the show. 

Too many are fickle: they lost 
a fingernail; they want to do a dif¬ 


ferent song at the last minute, 
things like that. Tootsi and I will 
pull a performer from the show if 
drunk or too fickle to work with. 
One time a person wanted to be¬ 
come a part of the show—after it 
had already started. “Stop the 
tapes and let me do my number 
to the juke box.” Since the show 


had already been written, I had 
to say no, and noses were bent. 

Nez: Why do you do pan¬ 
tomime entertaining? 

Tootsi: I can’t deny it; it’s ego. 
I love it. It’s too bad that some 
have too much ego, and must ar¬ 
rive late for a grand entrance. 
Manuel and I start way early with 
make-up and costumes. We have 
to be ready. We’ve been doing it 
for so long, it’s second nature 
with us. 

Manuel: Because of suc¬ 
cesses like Rocky Horror Picture 
Show at the Paradise. It took a lot 
of planning and it was a success. 
It was the longest running, no¬ 
dance-break show ever! One 
reason for its success was the fact 
that at all times the audience was 
involved, too. That’s impor¬ 
tant—including your audience in 
the show. 

Nez: Any advice for begin¬ 
ners?

Tootsi: Be yourself and have 
fun with what you’re doing— 
that’s important. Pick the music 
that is you. Don’t try to be some¬ 
one else. Practice, practice, and 
practice some more. Try to get an 
experienced person to advise and 
help you. It’s great to get dress¬ 
ed up, but don’t ignore your 
friends when in “face.” After all, 
you are the same person—with or 
without make-up. And, those peo¬ 
ple are your audience! 


Manuel: If a person changes 
names from street to “face” too 
often that name influences the 
person when out of drag. I go by 
Manuel, so I am always Manuel. 
It’s too easy to begin to feel and 
act like a woman if you go by a 
woman’s name all the time. 

Tootsi: When I first perform¬ 
ed at the Lake Lounge, Manuel 
was in charge—of course! I think 
Cha Cha, Lady Johnny, Kavika, 
and Lady Billy were there. Well, 
I’m blind as a bat and have to 
wear these thick glasses. Some¬ 
one mentioned that I looked like 
Dustin Hoffman in Tootsie\ I 
said, “Then that’s the name I’ll 
take—but spell it T-O-O-T-S-I. 


Nez: What’s the hardest part 
of a show? 

Manuel: To me, going out 
there makes me a nervous wreck. 
I hope the audience will like me. 
Getting over the fear of the audi¬ 
ence is difficult. I still have but¬ 
terflies every time. There’s that 
awful moment of realization of 
getting the audience’s attention. 

The hardest place to work is 
Revol. It’s easier at other places 
because that’s where most of the 
drag queens come from. It’s 
easier to perform in front of the 
same type of crowd from which 
you come. But, when you do a 
show in front of a different crowd 
you’ll know whether you’re good 
or not. It’s a real challenge at 
Revol and we have fun there. 

Tootsi: It’s the nervousness 
before the first number, even if I 
have done it many times before. 
It’s nerve wracking to realize that 
I’m in front of people who know 
me. Also, hon, do you realize how 
hard it is to take a pee dressed in 
a girdle, panty hose, and those 
long nails? 

Nez: Final comments? 

Tootsi: I’m glad people enjoy 
what we do, and the fun we have 
with it. I hope they continue to 
like it. A “thank you” to them. If 
it weren’t for them, we wouldn’t 
do it. We will continue as long as 
we are asked. We appreciate 
criticism. We are our own best 
critics. We appreciate other’s 
honesty. But remember, it’s not 
what you say but how you say it! 

Manuel: Without the support 
from the people we couldn’t con¬ 
tinue. We owe both those who en¬ 
joy it and those who don’t. No 
matter what they say, they are still 
talking about us. We enjoy what 
we are doing, and realize what 
work is involved. We know pan¬ 
tomime for what it is: camp 
glamour and illusion. We don’t 
consider ourselves just another 
drag show. We place importance 
on the fun and the illusion. 

We sit at home and watch old 
TV comedy teams to see how they 
work together. Tootsi became the 
“straight man” and I became the 
slapstick. We couldn’t work the 
other way around. I nurse off 
Tootsi, and let it all out from one 
orifice or another! Tootsi is real¬ 
ly one of the easiest people to 
work with because there’s not too 
much jealousy between us.

It’s about time! Tootsi and 
Manuel are finally bringing pan¬ 
tomime back to an art! There are 
sooooo many who could learn 
sooooo much from these two. I 
certainly did in our brief en¬ 
counter.

ties and public health concerns 
were not in conflict in the ap¬ 
plication of laws prohibiting 
discrimination based on handi¬ 
cap. Including communicable 
diseases within the statute’s 
definition of a handicap would 
protect both civil liberties and 
public health by allowing the 
courts to ascertain on an in¬ 
dividual case-by-case basis whe¬ 
ther a significant risk of trans¬ 
mission exists. 

An extensively researched 
friend-of-the-court brief setting 
forth in detail the most recent up- 
to-the-minute research on ac¬ 
quired immune deficiency syn¬ 
drome (AIDS) has also been filed 
by the American Civil Liberties 
Union of Southern California 
(ACLU/SC). 

The brief was prepared on 
behalf of Doctors for AIDS Re¬ 
search and Education (DARE), a 
group of 32 leading medical doc¬ 
tors and public health specialists 
from hospitals and universities in 
Los Angeles, San Francisco, New 
York City, Washington, D.C., 
Michigan, Palo Alto, Philadel¬ 
phia, New Orleans, San Diego, 
Montreal, Honolulu and Vancou¬ 
ver. They have treated more than 
15,000 patients with AIDS or 
AIDS Related Complex (ARC). 
They possess some of the most 
comprehensive in-depth know¬ 
ledge of AIDS and ARC in the 
world. 

The brief argues that persons 
with AIDS or who are seroposi¬ 
tive should continue to work 
until—and if—they are not able 
to do so. Otherwise, “the nation’s 
economic health would be strain¬ 
ed” by large numbers of persons 
relying on public benefits even 
though they are able to work. 

The brief gives this relevant in¬ 
formation: 

• Only a handful of AIDS cases 
to date are of unknown cause. All 
others are the result of infected 
blood products, semen or vaginal 
fluids coming in contact with an¬ 
other person’s blood. There are 
three known exceptions—two of 
health care workers who did not 
follow Center for Disease Control 
guidelines while caring for AIDS 
patients and one of a mother who 
may have transmitted AIDS 
through breast milk. 

• There is no evidence that any 
members of the households of 
more than 17,000 AIDS patients, 
other than sex partners of the pa¬ 
tients, have contracted AIDS, de¬ 
spite kissing the patients and 
sharing toothbrushes, drinking 
glasses and toilets. 

• There is no evidence of 
insect-borne transmission (as 
through mosquitoes).

• AIDS is spread primarily by 
anal intercourse and by sharing 
of infected needles. Kissing and 
oral-genital sex have never been 
documented to transmit AIDS. 

• The AIDS virus is killed easi¬ 
ly by household disinfectants, 
perhaps including soap and wa¬ 
ter. 

• There is no evidence that 
AIDS is spread in the air by 
droplets as are the common cold 
and tuberculosis. 

• Transmission by semen or 
blood accounts for virtually all 
reported cases. Some few were 
transmitted by vaginal fluids. 

• Of 666 health care workers 
who penetrated their skin with a 
contaminated needle or splashed 
body fluids on mucous mem¬ 
branes (like lips) while caring for 
AIDS patients, only 26 tested 
seropositive, and 23 of these 
could have gotten AIDS another 
way. 

• Of 30 health care workers bit¬ 
ten or scratched by a brain¬ 
damaged hemophiliac with 
AIDS, none tested seropositive 
six months later. 

• According to U.S. Center for 
Disease Control guidelines, 
surgeons with AIDS who take 
limited precautions can perform 
surgery; children with AIDS can 
attend school with limited pre¬ 
cautions; and persons with AIDS 
should be permitted “unrestrict¬ 
ed access to work in food service, 
health care, and other work set¬ 
tings.” 

• Between one million and 
1,500,000 persons in the United 
States are now seropositive, of 
whom an estimated 20-30 per¬ 
cent will probably fully develop 
AIDS. 

Also joining the suit were the 
American Nurses Association, 
the National Association of Pro¬ 
tection and Advocacy Systems, 
and California Attorney General 
John K. Van de Kamp. •

The group, called Electric City, will 
put on monthly news and entertainment programs. 

The company’s premiere will star commedienne Carol Fyfe 
as Dr. Farkle, a role she popularized on Gay Cable Network 
(GCN). The show will air on Viacom Cable Channel 6, on 
Thursday, Dec. 18, at 10 p.m. 


Electric City is a business part¬ 
nership between three former 
employees of the local office of 
GCN who were dissatisfied with 
New York-controlled program¬ 
ming. 

“We want to do it ourselves,” 
said producer/director Sande 
Mack at a press conference this 
week in his Castro-district home.

Women Are 
Sissies Too! 

Southern Playwright Goes West

t £ rVf here’s a sort of Goth- 
I ic sensibility in the 
JL gay community,” 
smiles playwright Terry Garner, 
who was labeled a “Southern 
Gothic” writer during last year’s 
enormously successful studio 
production of her Livin’ on 
Salvation Street at Theatre Rhi¬ 
noceros. She hopes to peel away 
that label while retaining its com¬ 
panion, “most promising,” with 
this week’s premiere of Sissy 
Coes West at intersection for the 
Arts. 

While the title may remind 
other gay men — as it does me — 
of their individual journeys to 
San Francisco, Sissy is an 18-year- 
old Georgia woman who leaves 
home in 1965 to chase her Amer¬ 
ican dream to Los Angeles. 

Garner claims to be “taking 
the concept of women as victims 
to the nth degree and then turn¬ 
ing it around.” This gives the 


play its Gothic flavor, an exag¬ 
gerated “humor of oppression, 
which women certainly know.” 
So, she points out at other times 
in our conversation, do blacks, 
gays, and Southerners. “One 
takes (the humor) to an extreme 
because one is on the outside, not 
allowed in, so all one can do is 
poke fun.” 

Sissy also takes Garner into 
what might be described as early 
Sam Shepard — “Sam Shepard 
with a kind of Alice in Wonder¬ 
land twist,” she amends — a 
mythical territory of symbols and 
barren landscapes where people 
are threatened by vague external 
forces. 

The impetus for expanding 
her style, other than avoiding 
typecasting, came. Garner says, 
from working with Ellen Sebas¬ 
tian and observing a number of 
people, mostly involved in per-

Posing with practiced flair for

Herb Caen, leaning on a walk¬ 
ing stick after orthoscopic sur¬ 
gery for Tennis Knee, called the 
event Bashford’s “Punishment 
Fashion Show,” his penance for 
the $1 million rent dispute with 
the city. Sponsoring this black-tie 
affair was part of his 1,200 hours 
of community service sentence 
imposed by the court. 

Now, darlings, you may indeed 
dispute the sentence, but do re¬ 
member that he isn’t trying to 
get a book out of it like the 
Watergate crowd, R. Foster Win- 
ans, the Mayflower Madam, or 
those dreadful palimony people. 

After cocktails I joined my 
table and met a bride and groom 
to be who had just returned from 
two weeks at the Paris Ritz. The 
all-inclusive trip was a gift from 
their friends, along with the 
Nightclub tickets at $150 a pop. 
“So much nicer than the usual 
bridal shower, don’t you think?” 
he murmured. 

She was ready for Christmas in 
a red and green satin Gallanos ac¬ 
centuated by antique crystal 
chandelier drop earrings. The 
only person p esent with longer 
earrings was the groom, but of 
course he had a longer neck, and 
besides, they matched the large 
beaded brooch on his bolero din¬ 
ner jacket. 

They’re to be married Christ¬ 
mas Day at — can you believe it? 
— Sonoma’s Auberge du Soleil. 
One just doesn’t do Grace Ca¬ 
thedral anymore, you know. 

During dinner the simply di¬ 
vine young man at the piano 
knocked out vintage Rogers and 
Hart plus other meaningful old¬ 


ies like “I’ll Be Seeing You/in 
every lovely summer’s day/in 
everything that’s bright and gay I 
I’ll always think of you that way 
...” My dears, they simply don’t 
write lyrics like that anymore. 

Then it was on with the show. 
The production exploded before 
us as a troupe of athletic young 
gypsies exercised to an aerobic 
version of A Chorus Line. It was 
all color and energy and pizzaz, 
like the clothes being introduced. 


They were from the new Sport 
Shop collection, a parcel of orig¬ 
inal creations by Bashford and 
his designer, Jim Georgedes, who 
also staged the Nightclub pro¬ 
duction. 

At this point. Speaker of the 
State Assembly Willie Brown — 
dazzling in white tails — took 
over as M.C., which he usually 
does for Bashford bashes. He 
deadpanned, “This (show) is real 
special; it’s like Wilkes’ coming- 
out party after all his trials and 
tribulations.” Judging by the ova¬ 
tion from the female — as well as 
the male — post-debutantes, that 
crowd was hot for coming-out 
parties. 

Brown declared that the next 
clothes to be seen were “so sexy 
and sultry that they shouldn’t 
have passed customs.” He 
described them as “Unadulterat¬ 
ed Decadence, from the Gilda 
look of Rita Hayworth to the now 
look of Kathleen Turner,” and 
summed it all up as unmitigated 
“Lavish Attitude.” 

After that introduction it was 
time to get down. And what to my 
wondering eyes did appear but 
the muscle men of Folsom in 
black leather harnesses, G- 
strings, and boots, they perpe¬ 
trated the “Leader of the Pack” 
number choreographed, like the 
rest of the show, by Willie’s wife, 
Blanche. My dears, the S.F. Eagle 
was flying. Defiant models of the 
bitch and butch variety cruised 
the runway in the glare of Harley- 
Davidson headlights. 

The next fashion statement 
was — can you possibly guess? —

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Arthur Tress: Ritually Dancing With the World

P hotographers are weird 
people. I know. It may be 
all that time spent in small 
dark rooms with poor ventilation 
and funny smelling chemicals. Or 
it may be because they are caught 
in an unsolvable paradox: The 
camera never lies, but it doesn’t 
always tell the truth. The camera 
is only a mechanical instrument 
that records reflected light on a 
light-sensitive material. But when 
that reflection is filtered through 
the photographer’s eye, a magi¬ 
cal transformation occurs; the 
truth that we see is just the pho¬ 
tograph’s reflection on the mirror 
of our soul. 

For Arthur Tress, the photo¬ 
graph is a magical object, con¬ 
ceived in a strange, mystical proc¬ 
ess. According to Tress, the magi¬ 
cal photograph goes “beyond the 
immediate context of the record¬ 
ed experience into realms of the 
undefinable.” It is in this dark 
dimension that Tress has been 
photographing since the mid 
1960s. Talisman (Thames and 
Hudson Inc., $19.95, paperback), 
Tress’ latest book, offers a retro¬ 
spective look at the explosively 
different work created by Tress 
over the last 20 years. 

Tress, working in a square for¬ 
mat, is best known for a number 
of series of photographs that ex¬ 
plore and expose the human psy¬ 
che against a backdrop of rituals, 
dreams, fantasies, death, sex, and 
archetypal energy. Included in 
this are images from Tress’ Fac¬ 
ing Up, homo-erotic themes 
photographed on the abandoned 
piers in New York. 

Using his photographic frame 
as if it were a stage, Tress has his 
photographic subjects create lit¬ 
tle psychodramas, slowly, step-by- 
step, instinctively digging deeper 
into their hidden thoughts, pas¬ 
sions, fears, and desires. A wide- 
angle lens and a tilting perspec¬ 
tive add to the sense that some¬ 
thing other-worldly is going on in 
these images. Tress also opposes 
a Figure in the foreground with an 
object or person in the distant 


background, automatically creat¬ 
ing a mysterious connection, if 
somewhat stagey and set up. 

Out of this process the viewer 
gets: Ed Berman standing next 
to his bedraggled mother in a 
middle-class housecoat, her hand 
pinioned by the iron in his hand; 
a young, long-haired rocker wear¬ 
ing a Led Zeppelin t-shirt point¬ 
ing a gas pump nozzle sugges¬ 
tively out from his crotch like a 
giant cock, his down-home Mom 
leaning up against the gas pump, 
one finger suggestively pointed 


at her crotch; a nude man with a 
tumescent cock, sitting in a cem¬ 
etery with a skull hiding his face. 

But it is the overview of the rest 
of Tress’ career that makes this 
book particularly interesting and 
worthwhile. The work is radically 
different from the first four se¬ 
ries. Shadows is an out-of-print 
Avon book that uses only shadow 
photographs Tress took of him¬ 
self to tell a story of discovery and 
the search for enlightenment. 
Tress’ shadow portraits, with 
their elongated body perspec¬ 


tives and highly angled camera 
perspectives, make these images 
vibrate with life-energy. It is an 
unusual, creative, and technical¬ 
ly difficult project. 

And there is more. A series of 
constructions made from found 
objects that finds its inspiration 
in the work of the surrealists. A 
series of color photographs call¬ 
ed “The Presidential Cabinet” 
focusing on human skull con¬ 
structions that are color saturat¬ 
ed and blazing with a scathing 
combination of dada and punk 


energy. These photographs are so 
well crafted, they could easily be 
made into full-scale drawings or 
paintings. A series of black and 
white photographs of abstract 
designs and constructions, some 
with spray painting or rubbings, 
take as much from the abstract 
design photographs of the 1930s 
as they do from the design and 
perspective-based drawings by 
Ed Ruscha. 

Possibly the most unusual 
photographs are a series of color 
photographs of still construc¬ 
tions on a small stage set called 
“The Teapot Opera.” Exploring 
the process of artistic creation, 
Tress has created an intellectu¬ 
ally abstract story that uses the 
archetypal myths of creation, he¬ 
roic quest, and apocalyptic de¬ 
struction in eternally repeating 
cycles. 

Talisman also contains former¬ 
ly unpublished texts by Tress talk¬ 
ing about the series represented 
in the book. In talking about Fac¬ 
ing Up Tress says, “I have had a 
homosexual orientation since I 
was ten years old.” While this 
does not sound like an excep¬ 
tional declaration, it is. It is one 
thing to photograph men, even 
men in erotic situations, but to 
admit your homosexuality in 
print is a rare step for someone 
in the photographic mainstream. 

Talisman has been laid out 
with a simple efficiency that adds 
to the power of the photographs. 
Arranged for the most part 
chronologically, most pages con¬ 
tain only a single photograph. 
The stock is a semi-gloss and the 
printing is exceptional except in 
achieving a deep black, the most 
common printing problem with 
photographs. 

Arthur Tress is a photographer 
who happens to be gay, exploring 
on the edge. With Talisman, he 
stakes his claim for a piece of 
photographic history without 
turning his back on his sexual 
identity. It is a magical act and 
one worth supporting. •

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MeatMen, and Women Too 


T his year’s hottest Christ¬ 
mas gift will undoubtedly 
be MeatMen, a hefty 200- 
page anthology of heated-up gay 
comics published by Gay Sun¬ 
shine Press (paper, $10.95). The 
book’s sock-it-to-ya collection of 
sex and satire will rock your socks 
off—and maybe even sock your 
rocks off. 

And that’s the idea, too. The 
book is not merely a historical 
overview of gay comics, ranging 
from Blade’s pioneering “Truck- 
Hiker” of the late 1940s up ’til 
today’s most popular artists, but 
a political broadside of libera¬ 
tion, hot-and-heavy style. These 
comics may only be lines on 
paper, but, as cartoonist Jerry 
Mills points out in his introduc¬ 
tion, “the same could be said 
about the blueprints for the 
atomic bomb.” MeatMen is ex¬ 
plosive on nearly every page, and 
while Mill’s introduction links 
the hand-in-hand flowering of 
gay life with the flourishing of 
gay comics, a note from publish¬ 
er and editor Winston Leyland 
explains why this collection packs 
such a wollop. 

“I’ve long enjoyed creating 
‘shocking’ dichotomies, con¬ 
trasts,” says Leyland. His GS 
Press has a history of publishing 
literary works and sex tales in 
close juxtaposition—sometimes 
within the same covers. Leyland 
filled volumes of gay poetry with 
hard-on art work, and followed up 
his critically acclaimed collection 
of Latin American gay fiction, My 
Deep Dark Pain is Love, with the 
jack-off anthologies Trash, Lust, 
and Hot Studs. While it’s true 
that sales of the sex titles support 
the literary titles, there’s more to 
Leyland’s method, and less dis¬ 
tance in the work’s supposed 
dichotomies than people pre¬ 
sume. 

The constrasts created by 
Leyland at Gay Sunshine throw 
light on the barriers which have 
long held back gay rights and 
culture. “Obviously,” says 
Leyland, “sex is politics is poli¬ 
tics is politics.” When he shows 
us sex in art, we can discern the 
art in sex. Comics, combining 
pictorial and literary forms, do 
this simultaneously. And that ex¬ 
plains why Leyland’s collection of 
comics is so pointed and on the 
mark. In MeatMen, Leyland has 
combined the dichotomies of his 
press in one book. 

Ranging over 30 years of com¬ 
ics, Leyland looked for work that 
was not only humorous, but 
thought-provoking and sexy. At¬ 
tempting a balance, Leyland 
claims only one-third of this col¬ 
lection is sexually explicit, with 
due attention paid to fantasy, life¬ 
styles, and politics. But these 
comics are gay, and even when 
not explicit, sexuality is implicit 
and pervasive, in the drawings or 
between-the-line atmosphere. 

The sexually explicit sections 
include a classic Tom of Finland 
tale, the hilarious take-off on Star 
Wars, Sean’s “Come Wars” (how 
does he think up these coupl¬ 
ings?) and pages of A. Jay’s 
“Harry Chess,” Bill Ward’s 
“Drum,” and Stephen’s “Meat¬ 
men,” among other rock-hard 
tales. 

Perhaps the most sophisticat¬ 
ed of comics is here, Tom Hacht- 
man’s “Gertrude’s Follies,” as 
well as scrumptious pages 
devoted to Jerry Mills’ “Pop¬ 
pers.” These panels, together 
with Howard Cruse’s “Billy Goes 


Out,” combine sex with satire to 
amazing proportions. Billy’s 
night out, from 6 o’clock news to 
cruising the bars, then crawling 
through after-hours sex clubs to 
his near-dawn arrival home, is ac¬ 
companied in split panels by his 
non-stop inner monologue. His 
penis, his parents, his past, and 
his conscience mimic his every 
move and desire. It’s an amazing 
sequence, brilliantly realized and 
carried out, and though sharp, it 
doesn’t sting. This is affectionate 
satire, and the height of Cruse’s 
work. It’s typical of MeatMen , 
and Leyland’s pungent sensibili¬ 
ty, that this strip shows up here 
and not in another company’s 
full-length collection of Cruse’s 
work. Leyland goes for the 
sharpest work his artists have 
created, and the resulting collec¬ 
tion scores again and again. It’s 
hard to pick out a favorite, and 
they’re all here: a blast from the 
past, “Miss Thing,” the mod styl¬ 
ings of “Jason,” interracial 
romance from Burton Clarke, bi¬ 


sexuality from Robert Triptow, 
photo-realism from Nico, fables 
from Michael Goldberg ... on 
and on. 

The only trouble with giving 
MeatMen as a Christmas gift is 
that you won’t be able to wait ’til 
then to open it! For a special 
treat, meet some of the con¬ 
tributing artists and editor 
Leyland at the Walt Whitman 
Bookshop on Saturday, Dec. 6, 
from 3 to 5 p.m. 


Two other Gay Sunshine books 
plow perhaps overtilled ground, 
giving the customer what he 
thinks he wants but in truth has 
already had. Trucker, Volume 2 
(paper, $10.95) brings us yet 
another collection of basically 
homophobic trucker stories— 
blow jobs in roadside johns, deep 
pumping in diesel cabs, and 
cheese-licking in back alleys. 

Neither well-written, imagi-

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Satanic Influences 


A lthough conservative fun¬ 
damentalists — who often 
invoke the National En¬ 
quirer and Holy Bible as 
legitimate firsthand sources of 
information — keep trying to tell 
people that AIDS is God’s ven¬ 
geance against some purported 
homosexual alliance with the 
Devil, that’s hardly the truth. In¬ 
deed, from what I’ve been seeing 
recently on operatic stages it 
would seem as if Satan — just 
like the overwhelming statistics 
on child molestation — is decid¬ 
edly heterosexual. Even in those 
instances when Lucifer loses a 
round, the Faust legend hardly 
supports the “Right to Life” 
movement because, thanks to 
Mephisto’s cunning devices, lyric 
sopranos keep getting knocked 
up and drowning their infants on 
stages across America. 

In any event, the good news is 
that two operas based on the age- 
old tale of the man who sold his 
soul to the devil received com¬ 
mendable revivals this fall. This 
is particularly heartening since, 
in recent years the New York City 
Opera’s Mefistofele had lost 
much of its dramatic punch while 
the San Francisco Opera’s Faust 
had always been looked upon as 
a bit of a dog. News of their new¬ 
found health is even more grati¬ 
fying when one considers that 
each of these productions is near¬ 
ly 20 years old. 

BOYS WILL BE BOYS 

In 1977, when Jacques Karpo 
staged Faust for the San Francis¬ 


co Opera, his production includ¬ 
ed such questionable touches as 
a mirrored disco ball intended to 
reflect the light from Margue¬ 
rite’s jewels all over the stage. 
This fall, with Wolfram Skalicki’s 
original sets modified by SFO’s 
resident lighting designer, 
Thomas J. Munn, the third act of 
Gounod’s opera was substantial¬ 
ly reworked. The statues which 
once seemed to come to life 
before the terror-stricken Mar¬ 
guerite in Act Ill’s church scene 
are now gone and have been re¬ 
placed by the sight of Valentin’s 
dead body, stretched out on a 
funeral bier against a stained- 
glass background. 

Even more important, the 
opera’s apotheosis has been 
reworked into a glorious piece of 
melodramatic kitsch. Director 
Francesca Zambello — who ex¬ 
perimented with this ending in 
Houston last year — has further 
enhanced the effect in San Fran¬ 
cisco by using a larger staircase, 
a deeper stage, increased fog, 
and a star-lit sky drop. Although 
Zambello and conductor Jean 
Fournet did their best to trans¬ 
form this revival into a viable 
Faust production, a steady string 
of cast changes undermined 
much of the event’s dramatic 
freshness. 

As seen with Justino Diaz, Luis 
Lima, Alan Titus, and Mary Jane 
Johnson heading up the cast, 
Gounod’s most popular work was 
cleanly mounted but noticeably 
lacking in electricity. Some of 
this may have been because the 


four principals involved are basi¬ 
cally second stringers within the 
opera profession; artists who suf¬ 
fer from what is known as “the 
All-American syndrome.” In 
other words, they are highly effi¬ 
cient vocal and dramatic crafts¬ 
men who lack the essential cha¬ 
risma to become major stars. 
While their work is laudable and 
extremely well-produced, it often 
remains on a par with that of 
Judith Christin’s Marthe, Mark 
Delavan’s Wagner, and Kathryn 
Cowdrick’s Siebel: functionally 
very good, but decidedly not 
great. 

THE DEVIL GETS HIS DUE 

When Ron Bentley (who was 
originally scheduled to stage the 
New York City Opera’s produc¬ 
tion of Mefistofele this fall) died 
of AIDS in September, Beverly 
Sills asked her old friend, Gigi 
Denda, to come to the rescue. As 
Tito Capobianco’s wife, Denda 
had been in on this historic pro¬ 
duction from its conception in 
1969, when it was first mounted 
for Norman Treigle. She has 
since staged it for a variety of 
regional American opera com¬ 
panies. 

Whether due to the emergency 
nature of her participation in this 
revival or the fact that bass- 
baritone John Cheek was making 
his long-overdue City Opera de¬ 
but in the title role, the opening 
night of Mefistofele glowed with 
dramatic energy. David Mitch¬ 
ell’s sets, combined with Hans 
Sondheimer’s lighting, are still

quite effective, although the orgy 
scene during the Witches’ Sab¬ 
bath now has an air of nostalgia 
to it. 

Much of the evening’s excite¬ 
ment came from Christopher 
Keene’s conducting of the power¬ 
ful music in Boito’s prologue and 
John Cheek’s willingness to 
throw himself wholeheartedly 
into the role of the devil. Cheek 
created a more sardonic and 
malevolent portrayal of Mefisto¬ 


fele than this production has en¬ 
joyed for quite some time, his 
hearty voice and forceful body 
language drawing loud and ap¬ 
preciative ovations from the au¬ 
dience. His was one of the more 
triumphant debuts in the history 
of the New York City Opera. 

In the tenor role, Robert Gray¬ 
son offered a sturdy, if one¬ 
dimensional Faust. However, so¬ 
prano Marianna Christos pulled

Women Who Direct 


by David-Alex Nahmod 

Christopher Strong (1933) 
Directed by Dorothy Arzner 

I n the mid 1920s, Dorothy 
Arzner was politely inform¬ 
ed that women simply didn’t 
direct films. By the time she 
voluntarily retired in 1943, she 
had more than a dozen features 
to her credit, and had directed 
many of the top stars of her day. 
She spent the remainder of her 
life teaching at various univer¬ 
sities. 

Christopher Strong is at the 
moment the only Dorothy Arzner 
film available on home cassette, 
although the one starring Joan 
Crawford, The Bride Wore Red 
(1937), and the feminist musical 
Dance Girl, Dance (1940) are 
both likely candidates for future 
release. 

Christopher Strong is a moral¬ 
ity tale about the tragedies of 
adultery. The screenplay has de¬ 
cidedly feminist touches, and the 
female lead, Lady Cynthia Dar- 
rington (Katherine Hepburn), is 
at first a fiercely independent 
woman. But Hollywood was and 
is controlled by men, and while 
Lady Cynthia, the famed aviatrix, 
gets to defy convention and play 
butch for about half the film, her 
illicit affair with Sir Christopher 
Strong (Colin Clive) unexplained- 
ly turns her into a whining sui¬ 
cidal mouse. Strong is a man of 
good character and no backbone, 
so he gladly returns to his snotty 
society wife. 

A film that at the outset looked 
like it was going to be a 1930s 
feminist statement, Christopher 
Strong takes a nosedive about 


halfway through the proceedings. 
An interesting historical piece, 
one can only wonder if Dorothy 
Arzner’s work was tampered with 
by RKO Studios. 

Hester Street (1976) 
Directed by Joan Micklin 
Silver 

A flawed but still impressive 
first-feature from New York- 
based director Joan Micklin 
Silver, Hester Street is a lovely 
story about old world and new 
world cultures at odds. Set in New 
York City in 1896, it tells the story 
of an Americanized Jewish immi¬ 
grant on the Lower East Side and 
his young wife who is determined 
to hold onto the ways of her East 
European shtettel (village). 

Spoken partially in English 
and partly in Yiddish with Eng¬ 
lish titles, the most memorable 
aspect of Hester Street becomes 
its decidedly American cast, in¬ 
cluding Taxi's Carol Kane, Rem¬ 
ington Steele' s Doris Roberts, 
and the late Dorrie Kavanaugh, 
all of whom do a splendid job 
maintaining their Jewish accents 
and speaking a language they 
very likely learned to do this film. 
Their performances are all su¬ 
perb, with special accolades to 
Kavanaugh, the film’s only Gen¬ 
tile cast member, whose acting is 
especially convincing. 

Hester Street has some annoy¬ 
ing technical flaws. Microphones 
are visible on occasion, and a few 
of the scenes are overlit, render¬ 
ing some of the subtitles unread-

More Jarmania and 
Home-Groan Sci-Fi 


I f Caravaggio was your intro¬ 
duction to gay filmmaker 
Derek Jarman you may or 
may not want to catch up on his 
earlier films. Frameline gives you 
a chance next week with a four- 
day retrospective. 

Sebastiane , Jarman’s 

homoerotic, Latin-dialogued — 
pay attention and you’ll learn 
how to say “motherfucker” in 
the ancient tongue — tale of the 
making of a martyr is tedious but 
offers lovely manscapes and in¬ 
teresting underlying ideas. I’ve 
seen it three times. It plays next 
Tuesday through Thursday at the 
Roxie with a different rn-featnrp 
each night: Jubilee (Wednesday) 
is a bizarre satirical reminder 
that England’s punk movement 
was about politics, not just music 
and fashion. The Tempest (Tues¬ 
day) is Jarmanized Shakespeare, 
outrageous but not satisfying. 
Angelic Conversation (Thursday 
with The Queen Is Dead, the 
Smiths’ music video) is a word¬ 
less gay love story to a soundtrack 
of Judi Densch reading Shake¬ 
spearean sonnets, blown up from 
super-8 with eyestraining results. 

We’ll preview the final day, 
super-8s at the Cinematheque, 
next week. 

BACK TO THE PRESENT 

“We were shooting in San 
Francisco,” William Shatner told 
Joan Rivers. “We wore our cos¬ 
tumes and nobody gave us a sec¬ 
ond look.” If I’m going to watch 
that lousy show I may as well get 
some quotes out of it. 

Star Trek IV: The Voyage 
Home is both the most predict¬ 
able and the most fun of the big- 
screen series. Coincidentally, 
with the popularity of time-travel 
movies, the familiar crew of the 
temporarily destroyed (see Star 
Trek III: The Search for Spock) 
Starship Enterprise encounters 
one of the rare problems that 
can’t be dealt with in a futuristic 
setting; they have to come back 
to our present to Save the 
Whales. 

It seems that in the 23rd cen¬ 
tury an alien space probe is about 
to unwittingly destroy Earth be¬ 
cause it can’t make contact with 
humpback whales, which have 
been extinct since the 21st cen¬ 
tury. Stop giggling, dammit — 
this is the serious part! The UFO 
is phallus-shaped, with one testi¬ 
cle that looks like a soccer ball 
suspended by a scrotal light. 

The Enterprisers are bound 
for Earth to answer charges 
based on their misconduct in the 
last movie (did they expect 
Oscars?) when they get word of 
what’s happening. Before you 
can sing “Let’s do the time warp 
again” they’re landing in Golden 
Gate Park in 1986, a simpler time 
when you could ride a Muni bus 
from North Beach to downtown 
Sausalito. They split into teams 
for a three-part mission: A) round 
up two humpback whales; B) get 
plexiglass to build a tank to 
transport them in; and C) siphon 
off nuclear power from — what 
else? — the USS Enterprise to 
recharge their Klingon crystals. 

One of the screenwriters, 
Nicholas Meyer, is the link be¬ 
tween Star Trek (he directed Star 
Trek II: The Wrath of Khan ) and 
time-travel-to-present-day-San 
Francisco movies (he wrote and 
directed the semi-classic Time 
After Time). The four of them 
have peppered the script with 
amusing but mundane touches 


on the way to a conclusion so 
foregone that, under Leonard 
Nimoy’s otherwise capable direc¬ 
tion, there is very little excite¬ 
ment, let alone suspense. The 
unimportance of the plot is evi¬ 
denced in the sound mix, where 
in crucial moments the dialogue 
is submerged beneath Leonard 
Rosenman’s music. This points 
to one of the film’s themes, the 
value of emotion over reason, 
stressed in the retraining of 
Spock, who at the beginning is 
still “not exactly working on all 
thrusters.” 

You’ll be happy to know that 
San Francisco Bay has warmed 
up by the 23rd century, so the 
cast is able to splash around in it 
without turning blue. (Regency 
I, Century Plaza, Geneva) 

ROLLERBABIES 

Solarbabies seems to have 
been written by a computer pro¬ 
grammed with elements from a 
number of successful movies — 
The Road Warrier, Star Wars, 
Lord of the Rings, and Rollerball 
among them — with the obliga¬ 
tory teenage twist. 

In this world of the future, the 
evil Protectorate controls the 
water to keep the population 
under its thumb. They put child¬ 
ren in state orphanages to train 
them to be “useful.” These kids 
not only play skateball but also 
use roller skates for transporta¬ 
tion and hockey sticks as weap¬ 
ons. The chief rivals at Orphan¬ 
age 43 are the Solarbabies, dar¬ 
lings of kindly warden Charles 
Durning, and the Hitlerjungen- 
type Scorpions under Richard 
Jordan, head of the crypto-fascist 
E-Police. 

A glowing sphere named Boh- 
di arrives from space to set things 
right, adopting baby Solarbaby 
Lukas ( Witness ) Haas as its 
keeper. And the chase is on, with 
the kids skating across the des¬ 
ert!!) from one strange outpost to 
another. When they eventually 
destroy the Protectorate, restor¬ 
ing weather to the world, Bohdi 
returns to space; but the last line, 
as original as everything else in 
the movie, says that like the 
Force, Bohdi “will always be with 
us.” 

Some of the Rollerbabies 
aren’t bad to look at, if the jury 
is still out regarding their acting 
ability. They include debuting 
Jason Patric, blond Peter Kowan- 
ko, Peter (son of Dom) DeLuise 
and Adrian ( Streets of Gold) 
Pasdar. Jami Gertz is less obnox¬ 
ious than she was in Crossroads 
and Quicksilver. 

Solarbabies doesn’t improve 
on any of the films it imitates, so 
you’re better off renting the 
originals. (Presidio, Century 
Plaza) 

... A FEW GOOD WIMPS 

We’ll review Clint Eastwood’s 
Heartbreak Ridge next week, but 
the Department of Defense has 
already seen it and found it want¬ 
ing. They’ve canceled scheduled 
benefit openings and ordered the 
Marine Corps to withhold fur¬ 
ther cooperation. 

Their objection? Eastwood, 
who plays a Marine sergeant, is 
too macho. He drinks heavily, 
swears a lot, and shoots someone 
in the back — three things no 
real Marine would ever do.

(Continued, from page 26) 
formance art, she wanted to col¬ 
laborate with. In order to retain 
a certain amount of control Gar¬ 
ner put this production together 
herself, raising money from fam¬ 
ily and friends. Her sometimes- 
employer Carole Shorenstein 
Hayes donated rehearsal space. 

Starting with producer Steve 
Seferain and director Zoe Elton, 
the team “grew organically,” 
Garner says, adding actors Sheila 
Balter and Roxanna Augersen, 
set designers Courtenay Marvin 
and Andrea Staley, composer/ 
musician Donna Viscuso, and 
others. “It’s what a lot of play¬ 
wrights back away from. They let 
go of their pieces. I mean, even¬ 
tually you have to...” 

When she let go of Salvation 
Street after the happy experience 
at Rhino, it was staged by a com¬ 
pany in Los Angeles where, Gar¬ 
ner reports, it “didn’t do well.” 

The three acts of Sissy Goes 
West form a trilogy of sorts. Act 
One, Possessions, was performed 
by itself at the Santa Cruz Wo¬ 
men’s Festival and People’s The¬ 
atre Coalition, but the playwright 
intends to keep them together 
now: “I’ve always had in my mind 
to follow the whole journey.” 

Each act finds the heroine in 
a different place with a different 
woman — Babe, her mother; Cor- 
rine, a desert bag lady/entrepre¬ 
neur; and Dee Dale, a starlet 
foiled by her resemblance to Kim 
Novak, if not a lack of talent. 
“Sissy takes on something of 
each of the women,” Garner ex¬ 
plains. “She has to look at each 
of them and decide what she’s go¬ 
ing to be.” 

The author is less concerned 
with a plot than with recurring 
images that impress the viewer: 
ants, apple pie, tattoos, and the 
“x” that marks the spot. “The 
more I look at the piece it’s about 
images and a woman being 
haunted by them in a way ... 
She’s trying to deal with what 
she’s haunted by and not sink 
into it. 

“I’m really trying to play with 
powerful images,” Garner con¬ 
tinues. “Tattoos and ants are 
really charged images in our 
culture.” She’s pleased that the 
name Sissy has negative connota-

From a very early age Bambi 
demanded dolls from her par¬ 
ents.

tions for me, and says it does for 
women, too. “That name is some¬ 
thing Sissy will have to overcome. 
Babe and Sissy are both very 
patronizing names.” 

The playwright’s job, Garner 
feels, is to affect an audience, but 
not necessarily to have the same 
effect on each member of the au¬ 
dience. 

In Livin’ on Salvation Street 
there are three women and one 
gay male character. Sissy Goes 
West has four women with only 
cameo appearances by two men 
and a lot of talk about Sissy’s 
brain-damaged brother and 
smelly “old geezer” of a father. 
To the comment that there’s not 
much room for men in her theat¬ 
rical universe Garner replies 
pleasantly, “The next play I’m 
writing has two grown men in it. 
My universe is opening up.” 

She explains more seriously 
that she wanted to start cautious¬ 
ly in areas she understood and 
felt comfortable with, “a certain 
sensibility from a woman’s point 
of view.” Now that she’s sure she 
knows what she’s doing, “I want 


to take that view into the world 
... My interest is the breadth of 
human experience, and I want to 
write about all kinds of char¬ 
acters.” 

The Tennessee native believes 
Southerners carry a certain 
amount of guilt around with 
them. “Out of that guilt you 
build humor into absurdity .. . 
take it to an extreme to get at the 
underlying truth. 

“If you’re into guilt, obses¬ 
sion, and absurdity, come see 
Sissy Goes West’.’ •

lace! The defiant ones appeared 
in black lace tights or body stock¬ 
ings over black leather bikinis.

Who could have followed this 
razzle-dazzle but headliner Joel 
Grey, small of stature but large of 
stage presence? With everyone 
towering over him, he still domi¬ 
nated the scene, this time simply 
by modeling — his first non¬ 
singing, non-dancing gig. He was 
a one-man demolition crew in his 
classic black tails and not the 
usual over-the-calf length, but 
right down to the floor. And those 
chrome-tipped sneakers! 

Then came a mind-bending ar¬ 
ray of simple little $100 pick-me- 
ups to $3,000 Valentine gowns. 
Formal baggies, animal prints, 
and outerwear corsets zoomed by 
at a dizzying pace. Here was Big 
Bang promotion; retailing back¬ 
ed up by entertainment; mer¬ 
chandising enlivened with show 
biz. Like Bloomingdales, Bash- 
ford is selling the steak as well as 
the sizzle, only he does it better. 

Nightclub closed with that 
sound of the 1925 Cabaret band 
once more grinding out the

Yentl (1983) 

Directed by Barbra Strei¬ 
sand 

Yentl was a dream project of 
Streisand’s for nearly 20 years. 
She had wanted to make this film 
back in the ’60s as a follow-up to 
her Oscar-winning Funny Girl, 
but had to put the project on hold 
until she was able to financially 
back it herself. Barbra Streisand, 
the most bankable woman in 
Hollywood, was unable to find 
backing for her directorial debut. 
Hollywood still has much to 
learn, as Yentl was a top 
moneymaker. Of course the in¬ 
dustry responded by boycotting 
the film at Oscar time! 

Yentl is Barbra’s return to her 
roots. A nice Jewish girl from 
Brooklyn, Barbra was raised in a 
religious household. Her father, 
a biblical scholar, died when she 
was only 15 months old. As time 
passed, she put her religious 
background on hold while she 
concentrated on her career. 

Barbra had always wanted to 
get closer to the father she never 
knew, and this story of a young 
woman who finds her identity by 
studying the forbidden (to wo¬ 
men) holy books seemed like an 
ideal way to accomplish this. 

Yentl is perhaps the most im¬ 
pressive feature deubt I have ever 
seen. Barbra Streisand is indeed 


a woman of many talents. 

Testament (1983) 

Directed by Lynn Littman 

This short film was made for 
the PBS series American Play¬ 
house, but was so good it was 
given a theatrical release instead. 

The subject is the aftermath of 
a nuclear holocaust, a subject 
that another film, The Day After, 
touched upon that same year.
